Saratoga. N. Y., Aug. 27.— The A m er­ 
ican Bar association began its tw enty- 
fifth annual m eetin g here today. T here 
w as a large atten d ance or d elegates 
w hen the m eetin g w as called to order 
by Presid en t U. M. R ose of L ittle Rock, 
Ark., w ho delivered an address. P resi­ 
dent R ose spoke feelin gly of th e death 
of Presid en t M cK inley and said that 
the execution failed to ju stify the just 
dem ands of th e violated law. 
H e d e­ 
plored the fact that an arch istic litera­ 
ture is dissem in ated freely through the 
m ails and th at public m eetings, w here 
"speeches of the m ost incendiary char­ 
acter are m ade by refu gees from for­ 
eign lands" are perm itted to be held. 


P resident R ose spoke at length on 
trusts, saying in part: 


“Our country, during the last thirty 
years, has w itn essed a change of such 
m agnitude as to be w ithout a sin gle 
parallel in history. 
By m eans of vast 
aggregation s 
of 
m oney, 
corporate 
m onopolies have been estab lish ed in 
alm ost every branch of industry. W hat 
effect th ese trem endous creation s w ill 
have on our future d estin y m orally, 
socially, financially, legally, no 
o n e , 
ven tu res to predict w ith any degree 
of confidence. 
If it is true, as said 
by O liver C rom w ell, th at no one goes 
so far as th e m an w ho does not know 
w here he is going, w e are apparently 
entered upon a long journey. 


“T he suprem e court of the U nited 
S tates and several of our presidents 
h^tve m ore than once called attention 
tp th e gravity of th e situ ation and w e 
can n ot sup p ose th at m en 
occupying 
such high p osition s of responsibility 
would w anton ly ex cite public appre­ 
hension. 


‘ P resid en t R oosevelt h as said m ore 
th a n .o n ce th at th e pow er of corpora­ 
tion s over prices should be subjected 
to public control. V ery recen tly he 
said: 
‘W e m ay need, and, in m y be­ 
lief. w e do need n ew legislation con­ 
ceived in no radical or revolutionary 
spirit, but in a sp irit o f c om mo n sense, 
com m on h on esty and a resolute d esire 
to face facts as th ey are.’ 
. .‘‘T h is language" is^. clear, and w ill 
m eet w ith general approval. 
T he prin­ 
cipal difficulty pertains, to th e rem ­ 
ed y.”

"Another 
rem edy 
su g g ested ,” ' h e 
said, “is an am en d m en t to th e con sti­ 
tution givin g pow er to con gress to con ­ 
trol all corporations, a very drastic 
rem edy indeed, one th at would-»greatly 
(strengthen the lobby, one th at m ight 
introduce an era of political corruption 
hitherto unknow n.

A NOTEWORTHY ADDRESS 
BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT.

Hartford, Conn., Ayg. 2$.—President 
Roosevelt’s stop in Hartford on his 
New England tour was marked by 
great enthusiasm by the crowds and 
he showed his pleasure at the recep­ 
tion he received. To President Roose­ 
velt the feature of the day was the 
presentation of a large floral piece by 
the workingmen of Hartford. 
Hart­ 
ford was in gala dress to welcome the 
president, and the weather was per­ 
fect and there was not a hitch to mar 
the proceedings. 
The president on his arrival at the 
station here this afternoon was cor­ 
dially welcomed by a committee of 
representative citizens. He was taken 
for a drive about tne city, occupying 
a handsome automobile. 
He was en­ 
thusiastically 
cheered all along the 
route. In Pope park, one of the beau­ 
tiful outlying recreation fepots of the 
city, the president 
was greeted by 
10,000 workingmen who presented to 
him a magnificent floral horseshoe, in­ 
scribed “Workingmen’s 
welcome to 
our president.” 
Father Sullivan made a few remarks 
of welcome in which he commended the 
honesty and sincerity of purpose of the 
president in all his acts. 
The presi­ 
dent responded saying: 
“Father Sullivan: I came here to 
say some words this evening myself, 
but nothing that I can say will in any 
way have the significance of the gift 
and the language you have used, Fa­ 
ther SullivEfn, in connection with the 
meaning it has, and I am sure that 
@olpnel Greene, Senator Platt himseJf, 
and all of my other hosts will pardon 
m e for saying that no greeting that I 
have received or can receive in Con­ 
necticut will or can hegin to please 
ine as much as this one that I receive 
through you. Father Sullivan, I should 
of course ba wholly unfit for the posi­ 
tion I occupy if I did not give my best 
thought and best purpose to trying to 
Berve the 
interest 
of 
the toiler of 
America—the man who works with 
his hands, and, of course, the man 
w to works with his hfaad—if I did not 
try to serve each decent American citi­ 
zen according to the best of my ca­ 
pacity; and certainly my most pains­ 
taking effort, my most resolute pur­ 
pose, shall be given and, if I may say 
60, is being given to trying to do any­ 
thing that can be done to help our 
E 
eople. 
Perhaps I can do this best 
y trying to help, as well as l can, 
their best purposes 
and 
their best 
thought and that kind of representa­ 
tive I shall strive to be according to 
the light that is given me. 
One thing 
more i I should like to accept that gift 
as in some way personal to myself, 
but I would rather accept it as I know 
It is meant, as a gift from Americans 
to a man who for the time being em­ 
bodies American governmental prin­ 
cipies, the principles of square and 
fair dealing with all men, so that men 
shall have their rights under the law, 
that all shall be given a fair and an 
even chance in the struggle for life 
a s we can best give it.” 
Five thousand 
men 
and 
women 
crowded the coli&eum here tuuight to 
hear the address of President Roose­ 
velt. 
At least two-thirds of the audi­ 
ence were workingmen and their en­ 
thusiasm aroused the keenest inter­ 
e st Again and again during his prefa­ 
tory remarks, which were based on 
an incident of the afternoon—the pre­ 
sentation of a floral horseshoe by the 
workingmen—the president was inter­ 
rupted by vociferous applause. Through 
Senator Platt the president tendered 
his thanks for the splendid reception 
accorded to him, and to Mayor Sulli­ 
van he made his thanks to the people 
of the city of Hartford. Then, turning 
to the audience, he said: 
"Before beginning the speech that I 
had Intended and still intend to make 
to you tonight, I wish to allude to an 
incident that happened this afternoon, 
whieh struck me as more important 
$han what I have to say to you. 
On 
being driven 
around your beautiful 
city, I was taken through Pope park 
an4 stopped at a platform where I was 
¡presented with a great horseshoe of 
flowers, the gift of the workingmen 
of Hartford to the president of the 
United States. 
I listened to an ad­ 
mirable little address by Father Sul­ 
livan. Now, in his speech he was kind 
enougfe to allude to me personally, 
blit he laid primary stress, as he ought 
to l&y It, upon the fact that it was a 
gift of welcome from the wage work­ 
ers, upon whom ultimately- ibis gov­ 
ernment depends, and he coupled the 
words of greeting 
with certain sen- 
tenaes in which he expressed his belief 
that I would do all I could to show 
tnyself a good representative of the 
wage workers. 
“Gentlemen, I should be utterly unfit 
for the position that I occupy if I 
Failed to do all that in me lies to act, 
as light Is given me—to act so as to 
represent the best thought and pur­ 
pose of the wage workers of the United 
States. 
Now at the outside of the 20th cen­ 
tury we are facing difficult and com­ 
plex problems, problems

and 
economic which will expect the best 
energies of all of us to solve right 
and which we can only solve at all if 
we approach 
them in a spirit, not 
merely of common sense but of a gen­ 
erous desire to act each for all and 
all for each,* and while there are occa­ 
sions when through legislation and ad­ 
ministrative action 
the government 
which represents the people can do 
special service to one set of our citi­ 
zens; yet I think you will agree with 
me that in the long run the best way 
in which to serve any one of our citi­ 
zens is to serve all alike wall; to try 
to act in a service of fairness and jus­ 
tice to all; to give to each man his 
rights, to safeguard each man in his 
rights, and so far as in me lies, while 
I hold my present position, I will be 
true to that conception of my duty. 
And so I have flpished what I have to 
say that was suggested by the very 
touching and pleasing incident of the 
afternoon reception. 
“Now I want to speak to you tonight 
not on our internal problems as a 
nation, but on some of the external 
problems which we have had to face 
during the last four years. 
The in­ 
ternal problems are the most impor­ 
tant. 
Keeping our household straight 
is our first duty but we have got other 
duties. Just exactly as each man who 
is worth his salt must first of all be 
a good husband and a good father, a 
good bread-winner, a good man of bus­ 
iness so as to deal with his own home 
relations, and yet must in addition be 
a good citizen for the state at large, 
eo a nation must first take care to do 


its duties within its own borders, but 
must not make that far.t an excuse 
for failing to do those of its duties, the 
performance of which lies without its 
own borders.” 
President Roosevelt then continued 
as follows:

" I w ish th at I could reach every dis­ 
contented. needy wom an oiitside of the 
great cities of the U n ited States, that I 
m ight urge tliem to sta y ouside of them, 
as they valu e th eir soul's he<ilth and 
their bodies’ health.

O S P IT L IT Y , the beautiful, genu­ 
ine kind, that which Is extended 
oftentimes most graciously and 
heartily, without thought of a 
return, is as rare as it is beau­ 
tiful. 
Doubtless all of us know a few 
homes where the grace and the joy of 
such true hospitality is always evident. 
One of tho chief delights which are 
made possible by having homes of our 
own Is found in exercising this pleasure. 
If courtesy and cheerfulness have be­ 
come the two prime elements In the at­ 
mosphere of our now home, and we 
have funilshed it having a constant eye 
to what Is homelike and attractive, It 
will assuredly unite hospitality. 
Many deny themselves so constantly 
the 
pleasure 
of 
entertaining 
their 
friends—in fact, so persistently do many 
avoid it —their servants might say of 
them as did Colin to Rosalind: 


“ M y master I.-* of churlish disposition. 
And little seeks to find the w ay to 
heaven 
B y doing deeds of hospitality.” 


General observation would certainly 
prove that those who 
are the most 
hospitable, who all their lives have re­ 
garded hospitality as a real delight and 
have been accustomed to enjoy it, are 
not likely to be or to become churlish. 
It is. indeed, true that one of the ad­ 
vantages of comfortable pecuniary cir­ 
cumstances is the ability It gives to 
entertain one’s friends frequently. B u t 
this pleasure may be enjoyed, and often 
is enjoyed to the full, by those whose 
means are moderate. There are parent# 
of limited means who so thoroughly 
appreciate what an education it is both 
to themselves and to their children to 
widen their acquaintanceship and to 
bring Into their homes friends of varied 
tastes, accomplishments 
and 
experi­ 
ences that they make 
their 
simple 
homes c.enters of delightful hospitality. 
They believe fully that the choice gueSt 
gives far more than he receives, 
and 
that there is nothing more agreeable 
for the entire household than the com­ 
ing Into personal touch 
with 
many 
minds. 
On the other hand, there are magnifi­ 
cent homes, in which the few guests 
which are form ally entertained are so 
chilled by a lack of the best atmos­ 
phere that geniality Is impossible and 
the lack of real simplicity and true 
cordiality dries up the springs of easy 
conversation and hinders entirely the 
merriment, and the wit, the telling of 
stories, the repartee, the Incidents a n i 
the experiences which flow so natur­ 
ally* around a truly hospitable board 
where guests are frequent. 
Talne. in his “ Notes on England,” 
writes of the English: “ W h at is alto­ 
gether admirable, and perhaps unique 
In Europe. Is their manner of practic­ 
ing hospitality.” Then he relates some 
of his own delightful experiences, and 
sums up the cause of this unusual hos’- 
pitallty In these words; “ The English­ 
men are hospitable; (1) on account of 
weaj'iiiess, they liave 'Ue^.-of conver­ 
sation. of new ideas; (2) ^ an effect (fli 
social customs, in Ijondon they scarcely 
speak; the country house i^s the true 
drawliig-room, the place for associat­ 
ing together. (3) 
'The presence of a 
stranger does not have the result, eûb 
among some, of Interrupting acquain­ 
tanceship, stopping the general impulse, 
the gaiety, the 
chit-chat, 
compelling 
people to be on their guard, to restrain 
their fam iliarity and their heedless­ 
ness. There Is only another chair filled 
at table. In the drawing-room, nothing 
more; 
the tone has not changed.” 
The French are also noted for their 
hospitality and their habit of keeping 
open house. 
In the entrance hall of 
many a mansion or villa in France 
one w ill see a motto frescoed on the 
wall or woven into some decoration, 
containing these words: “ Fais ce que 
tu voudrais.” Do as you like. In that 
motto is found the secret of the en­ 
joyment of both the entertainers and 
the entertained. Guests are united for 
a certain definite length of time, and 
during the earlier hours of each day, 
oftentimes until after 
luncheon, 
are 
free to do whatsoever they please. In ­ 
deed. unless some drive or excursion or 
afternoon entertainment 
is 
proposed, 
the fam ily do not meet until the dinner 
hour. 
Then they gather unwearied 
w ith a 
day’s 
constant 
visiting, but 
fresh and agreeable for an evening to­ 
gether. 
Madame de Stael was noted for hai' 
abounding hospitality. 
B y 
her 
cor^ 
dlallty of manner and sincere interest 
In her friends, she drew them closely 
to her and had great influence over 
them. 
She once said that the chief 
luxury upon which she delighted to 
spend her money was hospitality. After 
her exile from France she made her 
beautiful home at Coppet, Lake Geneva, 
the intellectual center of Europe. There 
she 
received 
w ith 
delight 
authors, 
scholars, poets, 
scientists, 
musicians, 
and kings and emperors as well. 
So 
extended was her hospitality, so Inspir­ 
ing her thoughts, so wide her Influence, 
it was said of her: 
“ She is a power in 
all the nations.” 
Tet, Madame de Stael did not possess 
en Immense fortune. 
H er home was 
simple as compared with those of the 
friends she entertained, and she did not 
spend large sums upon her table. 
She 
loved society: 
It was indispensable to 
her, and she acknowledged that she 
needed it as a stimulus to her faculties, 
and she asserted that they had beetf 
more developed by conversation with 
men and women of culture than from 
any other source. 
She was a woman 
full of charm, noted for her simplicity 
of manner, and remarkable for ,placlf|g 
all who were about her at ease. 
W e need not, perhaps, aspire to b'e 
Madame de Staels; we need not expect 
to be powers In ' the world, but we 
all can share In the delights of hospi­ 
tality. W ere we somewhat more inde­ 
pendent, divesting ourselves 
of 
the 
Idea that we cannot Invite a few friends 
to lunch or to dinner unless we can 
provide gi'ape-fruit and cherries, oys­ 
ters on the half shell, and game we 
might enjoy this “ gracjous m inistry” 
far more often than we now do. 
Dr. 
Lym an Abbott, writing on this subject, 
says: 
“ One need not to be rich to 
have a hospitable home. He m ay have 
nothing but a tent; he m ay be so poor 
that he goes out of it and sits under 
a tree for shade, and still he m ay be a 
hospitable householder and the home 
may entertain God’s angels unawares.” 
The art of exercising a refined hos­ 
pitality is a fine art. 
There Is an in­ 
describable quality attaching to those 
who from youth have been accustomed 
to good society, and who have been 
reared In hospitable homes, as notice­ 
able as Is the lack of such culture In 
those who have never had it or who 
have never been deprived of it until 
late in Hfe. 
Is hot this an art in which many un­ 
skilled In the use of the painter’s brusK, 
and unable to call forth hairmonious 
melodies from 
any instrument, 
can'- 
maHe themselves adepts, a.nd thus de- 
llg h f in a new luxury?

yng CURRENT in favor of Teller and Stlmson as the Democratic can­ 
didates for U nited States senator and for governor of Colorado seems 
to be settin g in with remarkable strength, and if the rival candidates 
do n ot m ake a better showing pretty soon, they are likely to find 
th em selves stjranded high and dry before the state convention meets. 
In file near future tftp Stim son leaders may be expected to come out flat- 
footed ta an indorsem ent of Senator Teller, and in this way to strengthen 


tfcefir ow n cause. 
Y esterday th e Ell Paso county Democratic convention, following the ex- 
pmplA o f that pf T eller county, declared itself in favor of the nomination of 
H on, Bd’waxd C; Stim son of th is city as the leading candidate upon the Demo- 
cfathj state ticket, and com m itted the delegates from this county to the 
iBfkissem enl 
Senator Henry ftL Teller as his own successor in the United 
Siattes sen ate, provided a resolution to that effect shall be offered before the 
Pejnoeyatic state convention. 
T h is action of the E l Paso convention does not come as a surprise to 
anyone, although it w as hardly expected that the showing in favor of oppo­ 
sition candidates would be so slight as it was. 
It was expected that the 
E l J*aBp convention would indorse both Teller and Stimson, and this course 
w as in fact the oply ope th at w as open to careful and reasonable politicians. 
So far as Senator T eller is concerned, the plain logic of the situation is, 
th at w hile there is som e doubt as to whether the Democrats can succeed 
w ith T eller as their avow ed candidate, in electing the next United States 
senator from Colorado, they certainly can not do so without Teller. 
It is, of course, very trying to those real Democrats who are them selves 
candidates for this high position, or have genuine Democratic principles 
th at they have held for many years, to see the party subjugated to the will 
of one who is so recent a convert from Republicanism, and of whose political 
sincerity they are not as yet fully convinced. 
But the E l Paso county Democrats, like their fellow partisans in Teller 
county, are w illing to yield to an evident necessity, and since it is a case 
of T eller or no one, they are w illing to accept Teller rather than to see a 
R epublican succed him. 
A s for Judge Stim son, he is in som e respects the strongest candidate the 
D em ocrats could select for the position of governor. 
He has developed great 
strength in T eller and El Paso counties, and his personal character and his 
clean record of nearly tw enty years in this state commend him to the respect 
of all his fellow citizens Irrespective of politics. 
If the next governor of the 
state is to be a Democrat, a better man could not be chosen than Judge

The action of the county conventions in El Paso and Teller counties is 
lik ely to have a good deal of influence upon the Democratic state convention.

The Democrats are playing their opening very carefully and shrewdly. 
There is. therefore, all the more reason why the Republicans should put for* 
ward no candidates except those of undoubted strength before the people, and 
should employ, both before the convention and afterwards, only such methods 
as will meet with the popular approval of the Republican and independent 
voters of the state. 
We arc glad to see the Democrats nom inating good men. with whom the 
interests of the state will be safe if they are elected. 
But we want to see the 
Republicans nominate even better men. and then elect them upon the grounds 
of their superior ability, and of the superiority of Republican policies and prin­ 
ciples over those of the national and state Democracy.

the ordinary tourist and visitor will be protected from any possible harm that 
might come from the introduction into our population of so large a number of 
consumptives. 
It is this combination of natural sanitary resources with the complete 
adjuncts of modern civilization that gives to Colorado Springs its title to 
ijniqite distinction among American resorts. 
No eastern locality can compete 
with us in climate, and no western city c;fn equal us in natural attractions 
and the accommodations provider! for our visitors and invalids. 
Dr. Mayfield has the highest recommendations as to his responsibility 
and character, and has evidently devoted a great deal of serious thought 
and done a large amount of preliminary work in the development of his plans. 
We trust that nothing will interfere in any way to prevent the full maturity 
of these, undertakings, for if they are carried to success, this announcement 
is easily the most important news that has been made known to the people 
of Colorado Springs ior many months, and it cannot fail to have a most 
powerful Influence along the line that is so earnestly desired by us all, namely, 
the upbuilding of our city and the development of all its interests. 
And in this connection it is worth noting that Dr. Mayfield has been 
evolving this project for many years past and has only gradually reached the 
conclusion that this city is the one most suited for the location of a great 
national sanitarium for consumptives. 
This should confirm in our own minds

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T IS hardly to he supposed that a business man of the standing of Mr. John 
W. Gates will deliberately set about injuring the business interests of 
Colorado in revenge for his failure to obtain control of the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron company, although reports to that effect have been published 
in some newspapers. 
Colorado has already suffered from its experience of 
the jealousy and narrow m indedness of Wall street, and there is every 
reason to believe that the eastern speculators are no better informed than 
they were and no more disposed to admit any merit in any proposition that 
does not play directly into their hands, and which they cannot control. 
But we do not believe that any one is going to make a deliberate campaign 
against the business interests of the state, and there is no serious cause for 
alarm if anyone should do so. Colorado is able to defend its own interests, and 
has plenty of good friends throughout the eastern states who will be glad to 
give whatever assistance and protection is necessary if they are called on to 
do so. 


Probably the less we have to do with the Wall Street speculators the better 
it w ill be for us, and the enmity of certain ones is to be preferred to their 
ownership of our industries. 
In this connection, however, it is well to remember that the Osgood people 
remain strictly within their legal rights in their actions, and had equity as 
well as the law on their side. 
It is assumed by some of the advocates of the Gates party that they really 
represent a majority of the C. F. & I. stockholders, and that they w-ere being 
cheated out of their rights when the Colorado court issued the injunction pre­ 
venting the holding of the meeting. 
It is admitted that the Gates faction did at the close of the transfer books 
of the company in New York, probably have a majority of proxies, but many 
of these proxies were obtained by purchase from persons holding the stock as 
security, and it is also claimed that many of them were secured by misrepre­ 
sentation. The purchase of proxies is unlawful in New York, while under the 
laws of Colorado holders of mortgaged stock have no right to vote, and proxies 
obtained from stockholders by m isrepresentation are void. 
If the statem ents made by the people are true, and they have not been dis­ 
proved, Gates did not hold a lawful majority of proxies at any time. 
Both Mr. 
Gates and Mr. Osgood appealed to tbe courts to declare and to protect their 
rights in the matter, and the courts decided in favor of Mr. Osgood. 
The 
courts, both state and federal, all held that they had no power to require any 
one to violate the laws of the state or the lawful by-laws of the corporation, and 
if they had such power they would not exercise it. 
The Osgood people claim that Gates never had a majority of lawful proxies, 
and if it had come to a showdown of stock held by the only people who, by 
the laws of Colorado, had a right to vote on the day of election, Osgood would 
have had twice as many as Gates. 
The real purpose of the Gates faction in forcing the holding of the election 
at that particular time was, it is claimed, to either elect a board of directors 
representing the Gates interests, or failing in that, to withdraw from the meet- 
ng and elect a second board, thus throwing the matter Into the courts and 
tieing up the operations of the company. 
Either course, it is believed, would 
have been disastrous to the majority of the lawful and bona fide stockholders 
of the company, and equally so to the general business interests of this state. 
W hatever may be said in Colorado or in the east in regard to this matter, 
nobody need feel alarmed in regard to the rights of stockholders in Colorado 
corporations. 
The result is a notable victory for the real owners in their de­ 
fense of their property against the attacks of W all street raiders and the 
unanimous sentim ent of our people would approve any necessary change in the 
legislation to make it easier for the Osgoods of the future to do what has been 
done this tim e in protecting them selves from future Gateses.

HE ovation given to Governor General Taft upon bis return to Manila 
T 


is a pretty good proof that he is the right man In the right place. 
It has been frequently asserted that the real source of Filipino 
discontent, and of the uprising against American authority in the 
islands, was not any deep-seated racial desire for independence or love of 
self-governm ent, but that it arose from a m isunderstanding,of American char­ 
acter and purposes, and that this misunderstanding had been skillfully promoted 
by agitators and anti-Americans in the islands and in the United States. 
The enthusiastic welcom e to Governor Taft upon his return, participated 
in by 20,000 natives from the adjoining provinces, and the sentim ents freely 
expressed upon that occasion go far towards proving the truth of the theory that 
has just been expressed. And this sam e event is a m ost happy augury for the 
future peace and welfare of the islands. 
As a matter of fact, the inhabitants 
of Luzon, and the Visayas are very much better off under American rule, and 
they have a far better prospect for the future than they could possibly have 
under any form of native government. 
And there is no reason to believe that 
they do not appreciate this fact. 
The anti-im perialists in the United States 
have based their opinions upon the theory that independent self-government 
was not only possible to all men and their natural right, but that it w as also 
desired by. all men. 
This is not the truth. 
It Is not likely that aH of the people of the P h ilip p in e w ill henceforth 
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HE AMERICAN Democrat is more apt to look with suspicion than with 
approval upon the man who raises him self above the rank of hig fel­ 
lows. 
The successful .American, whether in business or in politics, is 
apt to draw upon him self the sneerB and suspicions of his fellow citi­ 
zens. 
President Cleveland, Senator Hanna and Mr. Bryan are all conspicuous 
illustrations of this fact, and if we were to believe what som e of their enem ies 
say of them, we might take it as an established fact that stupidity, dishonesty 
and foolishness were the qualities most likely to result in success in American 
public life. 
Yet all three of these men are notable exam ples o f what may be 
accom plished under present conditions in American public life by young men 
whose chief claim to distinction lies in their own personal character, and in 
their ability to take advantage of the opportunities presented to them. 
Another example of what has ju st been said in even a more conspicuous 
way is.to be found in the case of Mr. J. P. Morgan. 
To many Americans Mr. 
Morgan is merely an ogre to be used as an illustration of the evil effects 
of certain commercial and industrial conditions of the present day. 
They 
forget that this American has by his own efforts reached a position of power 
and responsibility greater than that of any ruling sovereign on earth, and prob­ 
ably greater in actual influence and command of resources than any sovereign 
that has ever existed upon the earth. 
Commenting upon Mr. Morgan's recent return from Europe, Mr. William 
E. Curtis in the Chicago Record-Herald says: 
“.J. Pierpont Morgan has returned from a six m onths’ visit to 
Europe, the most distinguished and influential private citizen in the 
world, more distinguished and influential than ever-^more distinguished 
than any potentate I know of, for he achieved and did not inherit his 
distinction, and is more influential than alm ost any ruler you can 
name. Mr. Morgan is the first private citizen, I believe, to have his life 
insured by strangers in order that they may not suffer by the deprecia­ 
tion of their property at his death. 
Policies am ounting to m illions of 
dollars, held by London bankers and speculators, have been taken out 
on his life, nearly as much in value as is carried on thp life of the king. 
“Mr. Morgan has received more attention from the European news­ 
papers than any other man in private life has ever received. 
H is face 
is as familiar as that of General Grant, who is better known abroad than 
any other American. 
There is scarcely a printed language in which 
Mr. Morgan’s biography has not appeared; scarcely an illustrated paper 
that has not published his portrait, and accounts of his plans and 
achievem ents, more or less fictitious, appear in the European journals 
regularly every week. 
He is credited with the m ost im possible 
schem es, as well as with financial omnipotence. 
W herever he goes 
there is a financial flutter, and stocks rise or fall in value, no matter 
whether he ever heard of them or n o t When he made his appearance 
on his yacht Corsair in the harbor of M arseilles one morning there 
was almost a panic upon the exchange. 
People were so curious to 
know what he had come for that all kinds of rumors were afloat imme­ 
diately, and the newspapers printed sensational conjectures, and the 
same thing happens wherever he goes.” 
The Gazette is not going to attem pt any defense of Mr. Morgan's business 
methods, nor of the social conditions that make his accom plishm ents possible. 
But bis successes certainly have som ething in them that, appeals to the average 
American, and it Is flattering to American pride and sim u latin g to American 
ambition to reflect that the greatest potentate on earth at the present tim e is 
a plain, untitled, hard-working American business man.

ly th a t condition, it isa fa r p le asan ter in 
add ressin g them to be indifferent a s to 
w h a t you promise, b u t it is m u c h m o 'c 
p leasan t afte rw a rd . 
Of 
course, 
the 
w orth of a promise consists purely in 
th e m a n n er in w hich the p erform ance 
s q u ares w ith it. T h a t h as got two sides 
to it. In the first place if a m a n is h o n­ 
est he will try ju s t as h ard 'to keep a 
promise m a d e on the stu m p as if not 
m ade on the stu m p. 
In

second 
place, if the people keep their heads 
they w o n't wish prom ises to be m ade 
th a t are impossible

perform ance. 
Now, you see th a t one side of the q u es­ 
tion is m y d u ty an d the other side is 
yours. 
M ankin d grow s b u t slowly, and 
it goes a h e ad nicely, m ostly th rou g h 
each of us try in g to do, or a t least 
th ro ug h each of the m a jo rity of u s t r y ­ 
ing to do the b est th a t is in him, and 
doing it in the jjio^t intelligent an d s a n ­ 
est way.

long run we are going to go up or down 
according as th e av e ra g e s ta n d a rd of 
o ur citizenship does, nr does not w ax 
in g row th and in grace. 
"Now. when we come to the question 
of good citizenship the first requisite 
is th a t the m an shall do every d ay h u m ­ 
drum duties well. A m an is not a good 
citizen, I do not. care how lofty his 
th o u g h ts are a b o u t citizenship in the. 
ab stra ct, if in the concrete his actions 
do not bear th em out, and it does not 
m a k e m uch difference how high his a s ­ 
pirations for m a n k in d a t large are, if 
he does not behave well in his own f a m ­ 
ily, those asp ira tio ns are not going to 
bear visible 
fruit. 
H e h as got to be 
a good bread w inner; he h as got to tak e 
ca ro of his wife an d children; he has 
got. to be a neighbor w hom his neigh­ 
bors can tru s t; he h as got to ac t sq u a re , 
ly in his business relations. 
In fact, 
he has got to do all th o se-e v ery day, 
ord inary things, or he Is not a good citi­ 
zen. 
B u t they m u s t do more th a n that. 
Tn this co u ntry of ours the av e ra g e citi­ 
zen has got to devote a good deal of 
th o u g h t an d tim e to the affairs of the

Now, this is 
a, prelim inary to w h a t I w an t to say 
to you a b o ut this whole question of cor­ 
p orations as affecting the public. There 
are very m a n y an d very difficult p ro b ­ 
lems w ith which we are faced a s one 
result of the 
forces, 
which ta ken all 
together, we sp eak of as progress. 
" It is w orse th a n useless for a n y of us 
to rail at or reg ret the grow th of in ­ 
du strial civilization 
of the last half 
century. 
S p eakin g 
academically, 
we 
can, according, to our several tem per- 
rnents reg ret th a t the old lights h ave 
vanished, or not, As we choose. 
Bos­ 
ton an d the th riv ing cities of M a s sa ­ 
ch u setts h ave been built up as a r e ­ 
sult of those forces. 
There is b u t little 
u se in reg rettin g th a t things hav e not 
shaped 
them selves 
differently. 
The 
practical thing to do is to face the con­ 
ditions as they a r e an d see if we ca n ­ 
not g et the b est th ere is in them out of 
them. 
W e are not going to get a n y 
complete or perfect solution for all of 
the evils w hich come to our m inds w hen 
we thin k of the tru sts, by an y single a c ­ 
tion on our part. A good m a n y different 
w ays will be required before we get 
m a n y of those evils even partially re m e ­ 
died. W e h ave got to, first of all, think 
clearly—we h av e g o t to, probably, e x ­ 
perim en t som ew hat. 
W e m u st, above 
all, show by o ur actions th a t our in­ 
te rest is p e rm a n e n t and not spasmodic, 
an d we have g ot to see th a t all the 
steps are taken to w ard the solution. 
“ E v ery one who thinks, 
know s th a t 
the only w ay in w hich a n y problem of 
g re a t im p ortan ce w as ever successfully 
solved, w a s by consistent and persis­ 
tent effort to w ard a given end, effort 
th a t did not end w ith a n y one election 
or w ith a n y one year, b u t w a s con­ 
tinued steadily, tem perately an d reso­ 
lutely. 
" It is a little difficult to set clearly 
before us all of the evils b u t I th ink 
that, those gentlem en, 
an d 
especially 
those gentlem en of large m eans, w-ho 
deny th a t 
the 
evils exist are ac tin g 
with g re a t folly. 
I a m far from being 
again st p ro perty w hen I a s k th a t the 
questions of tr u s ts be ta k en up. 
I am 
acting In the m o st conservative sense in 
p ro perty’s interest. 
W hen a g r e a t cor­ 
poration is sued for violating an a n t i ­ 
tr u s t law, it is not a move a g a in s t 
property; it is a m ove in favo r Of p ro p­ 
erty, because w h en you can m a k e it 
evident th a t all men, big and small, 
alike, h ave to obey the law. you a re p u t ­ 
ting the s afeg u ard of law aro u n d all 
men. 
W hen you m a k e It evident th a t 
no m a n shall be excused for violating 
the law you m a k e It evident th a t every 
m an will be p rotected from violation of 
the law. 
I a m inclined to th ink t h a t 
m uch the g re a te s t trouble In a n y im - ‘ 
mediate handling of the question of the 
tr u s t comes from o ur System of g o v ern ­ 
ment- 
L e t me go back one m om ent. 
I w a n t to g u a ra n te e w h a t I a m saying. 
1 w a n t you to u n d e rs ta n d 
th a t 
m y 
w ords are being ta k en a t th e ir ex a ct 
face value. R em em b e r I a m not say in g 
th a t even if we h a d all the p ow er we 
could completely solve th e tr u s t q u es­ 
tion. Gentlemen, if w h a t we read in the 
papers Is true, th e y are s peak ing of a 
n u m ber of in tern atio n al tr u s ts now. 
“I t would be v ery difficult for a n y set 
of laws, on our p a rt, to deal com plete­ 
ly w ith a problem w hich becomes Inter­ 
national in its bearing, b ut a g r e a t deal 
can be done in variou s w ays now. A 
g reat deal is being done a n d a g re a t 
deal more can be done if we can see th a t 
the power is p u t som ew here to do It. 
On the whole our sy stem of g o v ern m en t 
has w orked m arvelously well;—the s y s ­ 
tem of dividing th e functions of go v ern ­ 
ment, of a r r a n g in g a 
schem e 
u n d er 
which, Maine. Louisiana, Oregon, Idaho, 
N ew York an d South Carolina can come 
in all to gether fo r certain purposes, an d 
yet each-be allowed to w o rk o u t its sal­ 
vation as'it désiréS 41on£ certain lines. 


But w hile I m o s t firmly believe in fixity 
of policy I do not believe th a t policy 
should be fossilized a n d if it is to be 
changed, w e mflst change our go v ern ­ 
m e n t m ethod to m eet it. 
"I believe w ith all my h e a rt in the 
New E n g land tow n meeting, b u t you 
cannot w ork the N ew E ngland town 
meeting in Boston. You have got to try 
som ething else. 
Now, when this g ov­ 
ern m en t w as founded there were no 
g re a t individual or corporate fortunes, 
and com m erce an d in du stry were being 
carried on v ery m uch as they had been 
from the d ay s when Nineveh and B a b y ­ 
lon 
stood 
in 
the 
M esopotam ian v al­ 
ley. The w agon and pack train an d the 
sailing c r a f t—those were thp m ethods 
of commerce. 
E v e ry th in g has been r e ­ 
vised in the business world since an d 
the progress of civilization from being 
a trickle has become a torrent. 
There 
w as no p articu lar th in g a t th a t time to 
bother as to w h ethe r the nation or the 
state had control of the corporations. 
They were easy to control. 
Now, h o w ­ 
ever, the ex a ct reverse is the case an d 
rem em ber I say ‘corporations.’ I do n ot 
say merely trusts, merely com binations 
of corporations or corporations under 
certain peculiar 
conditions. 
F or 
in ­ 
stance. some tim e ago 
the 
attorney- 
general took action ag a in st a certain 
trust. There h a s been considerable dis­ 
cussion as to w h eth er the tru st aimed 
a t would not seek to get out from u n ­ 
der the law, by becoming a single co r­ 
poration. 
"I w a n t laws to enable us to deal 
w ith it, no m a tte r w h a t shape it takes. 
I w a n t to see the g o vernm ent able to 
get at it definitely so tha t the action 
of the g o v ern m en t cannot be evaded by 
an y turning, w ithin or w ithout federal 
or sta te statu tes. 
A t present we have 
really no efficient control over a big 
corporation 
w hich 
does 
business in 
more th a n one state. 
Freq u ently the 
corporation has nothing w hatev er to do 
with the s ta te in which it is incorpor­ 
ated except to get incorporated, and its 
actions m ay be tak en in entirely differ­ 
ent 
com m unities—com m unities 
which 
m ay object very m uch to the m ethods 
of incorporation in the state named. 
I 
do not think you can get action by an y 
state, action by all the states, th a t will 
givp us satisfa cto ry control of the tru sts 
or big corporations and the r e m it is 
a t present th a t we have a great po w ­ 
erful. artificial creation which has no 
creato r to which It is responsible. 
"Of course, it is merely a truism th a t 
the corporation Is the creature of the 
state; th a t the s ta te is sovereign. Now, 
I w ant to m ak e a real and not a n o m i­ 
nal sovereign: to h ave some one so v ­ 
ereign to which the corporation shall 
be really ami not nominally responsible. 
At present if we pass laws nobody can 
tell w heth er they will am ount to a n y ­ 
thing. 
Now tha t h as 
two bad pffects. 
In the first place the corporation be­ 
comes indifferent to 
thp 
la w -m akin g 
! body, an d in the noxt 
p l a c e 
the law- 
\ m ak ing body gets into the most perni- 
icious custom of passing a law, not w ith 
I reference to what' will be done under 
It. bu t w ith reference to its effects upon 
I the opinions of the voters. 
That is a, 
jb a d thing. 
W hen an y body of law 
| m a k ers passes a law not solely with ref- 
I erence to w h eth e r tha t law will do. good 
lo r 111, b u t w ith th e knowledge th a t not 
much will come of it an d yet that, 
I perhaps, the people a s a whole will like- 
i ly th in k It w as good, it does not speak 
j w-ell for the lawm aker'', and it does 
! not speak well for the people, either. 
¡ W h a t I hope to see is power given to 
the national legislature 
which 
shall 
m ake the control real. 
It would be an 
excellent thing if we could have all the 
s ta te s act on som ew hat sim ilar lines 
so tha t it would be unnecessary for the 
national government, to act, but all of 
you know perfectly well the states will 
not act on som ew hat sim ilar lines. 
"N o thin g has been done in the d irec­ 
tion of intelligent dealing by the states 
a s a LOlleClive body ivitli Iht-se gie<*l 
corporations. 
H ere in 
M assachu setts 
you h av e w h a t I reg ard as on tire whole 
excellent corporation laws. 1 I'Mnk th a t 
m o st of our difficulties—here again r e ­ 
m e m b e r I a m not prom ising the mlllen- 
ium, it is not in m y power to promise 
it--w ould be in a fair w ay of solution 
If we had the pow er to p u t on the n a ­ 
tional s ta tu te books an d did p u t on 
them, laws for the nation m uch like 
those you have here on the subject of 
corporations in M assachusetts. 
"So you can s p p . gentlem en, 1 am not 
ad v o c atin g an y th in g v ery rev olu tio n ­ 
ary. 
I am 
a d v o c atin g 
action to p re ­ 
vent 
an y th in g 
revolutionary. 
Now, 
if we can get ad e q u ate control by the 
nation of these corporations, then we 
can passi legislation w hich will give us 
th e pow er of regulation an d supervision 
over them . 
If 
the 
nation had th a t 
power, m ind you, I should adv o cate as 
stren u ou sly as 1 knew how, th a t th a t 
power should be exercised w ith extrem e 
caution an d self restraint. No good will 
come from plunging In w ith o u t having 
looked carefully ahead. 
"The first thing we w an t is publicity, 
an d I do not m ean publicity a s a fav or 
by som e corporation. 
I m ean it as a 
rig h t from all corporations affected by 
the law. I w a n t publicity a s to the essen­ 
tial facts in which th e public has an in ­ 
terest. 
I w a n t the know ledge given to 
th e accredited representativ es 
of 
the 
people of facts on w hich those re p re ­ 
sen tativ es can, if they see fit, base their 
actions later. The publicity itself would 
cure m a n y evils. Some of these things I 
h ave said can be done now. 
A good 
deal Is being done now. 
As far as the 
a n ti- tr u s t law s go they will be enforced. 
No su it will be u n d ertak en for the sake 
of seem ing to u n d ertak e it. 
E v ery suit 
th a t is u n d ertak en will be begun b e­ 
cause the g re a t law yer an d up righ t m an 
w hom we are so fo rtu n a te to h av e as 
atto rn ey-gen eral, Mr. 
Knox, 
believes 
th a t there is a violation of the law 
w hich we can get a t an d when the suit 
is u n d ertak en it w on’t be compromised 
excepting on the basis th a t the g overn­ 
m e n t wins. 
“Of 
course, 
gentlem en. 
no 
laws 
a m o u n t to a n y th in g unless they are a d ­ 
m inistered honestly 
an d fearlessly. 
I 
believe, I am not going to say I am 
sure of it, bu t I believe it is possible to 
fra m e n ational legislation w hich shall 
give u s m ore pow-er th a n we now have, 
a t a n y r a te over co rporations doing an 
in te rs ta te business. I c a n n o t g u aran tee 
th a t because in the p a s t it has more 
th a n once happened th a t we h ave got 
law s on the s ta tu te books which those 
who m a d e them intended to m ean one 
th in g a n d then when It cam e up to d e ­ 
cision, it w as found th a t the Intention 
had not been successfully pu t into e f ­ 
fect. 
B u t I believe th a t additional leg­ 
islation can be had. 
I th in k we h ave 
got to m a k e up our m inds to the fact, 
th a t, no m a tte r w h a t o u r reverence to 
the p a s t m a y be, our d u ty to the p res ­ 
en t a n d to the fu ture Will force u s to 
see th a t more power is conferred upon 
the n atio nal adm inistration. 
W h en the 
pow er h a s been conferred it will rest 
w ith natio nal g o v ern m en t to exercise it. 
At p resen t we are going to do the best 
we can w ith straw less brick, b ut r e ­ 
m e m b er th ey are bound to be s tra w - 
less. 
“Finally, men and w om en 
of 
N ew 
England, m en an d w om en of a s ta te 
th a t rep resen ts so m uch; t h a t alw ays 
h a s represented so m uch t h a t is h ig h ­ 
est a n d b e s t in the spirit of tf u e A m eri­ 
canism , I a s k you to rem em b er th a t 
a fte r all h as been done th a t can be 
rionp by governm ental action: afte r you 
h a v e exercised you r best w isdom an d 
exercised it in the m ost resolute an d 
lofty spirit: a fte r you h av e given all 
the needed pow er to the n atio n al gov­ 
e rn m en t a n d afte r the pow er h a s been 
exercised In the w isest a n d m ost reso­ 
lute fashion it will still m e an th a t w h a t 
h a s been done Is not to m a k e ev e ry ­ 
th in g sm ooth for each m an, b u t s im ­ 
ple to give a b etter o p p o rtu n ity for 
each m a n to w o rk o ut his o\vn fu tu re on 
good te r m s for himself. Wise laws can 
do so m eth in g a n d we a ra not' to be e x ­ 
cused if w e fail to insist upon these wise 
laws. 
H o nest 
ad m in is tra tio n

laws can do som ething more and still i 


less are we to b e excused a s a people if 
we condone or connive a t a failure to 
ad m in iste r the law s by th e public s erv ­ 
a n t s of the people. 
A fter those laws 
h ave been enacted, 
a fte r 
they have 
been enforced it will rem ain tru e here 
in this century, a s it h as been true in 
every ce n tury th ro u gh o ut history, that 
the 
fu n d am en tal facto r in each m an's 
success in life m u s t be th a t m a n ’s own 
ch a ra cte r: the total sum of the quali­ 
ties of truthfulness, earnestness, en er­ 
gy, th rift and business ab ility on his 
part. 
The s ta te can no t c a rry an y one. 
The sta te can no t do as m uch for you 
as you can do for it. 
U nder no cir­ 
cum stan ces will it be possible by law to 
sh are conditions so th a t each m a n shall 
succeed. 
If the m a n h as not got it in 
him. the stuff ou t of w hich he can work 
success, the s ta te cannot supply it. 
If 
he fails 1 am so rry for him. 
1 will help 
him h c fa r as possible. 
I will lift him 
up if he stumbles, b u t I w on’t try to 
c a rry him, for th a t is neither helping 
him nor helping me.”

Colorado Springs is nearer to w orld­ 
w ide fam e as a health resort than it 
ever w as before. 
T here ia a good prospect that w ithin 
a space of tim e that can be m easured 
in m onths, this city w ill be th e center 
of national in terest, ag th e prospective 
location 
of 
an 
in stitu tion 
for the 
am elioration o* suffering of the per­ 
sons afflicted w ith tubercu losis in one 
form or another— an in stitu tion repre­ 
sen tin g hundreds of thousands ot dol­ 
lars, approved by, if not actu ally estab ­ 
lished by the federal government:. 
T he agitation of the project for th e 
estab lish m en t of a national sanitariupi 
for con sum p tives is nothin g new . 
It 
has been a m atter of atten tion on th e 
part of p hysician s gen erally and lung 
specialists for years, and m e tim e w hen 
it w ill culm inate in the actual estab ­ 
lish m en t of an institu tion w here the 
governm ent w ill undertake to stam p 
out the m ost aw ful affiotion th at the 
world has ever known is very clo se at 
hand. 
That Colorado Springs w ill be the 
site selcctcd for the location of such 
an in stitiition is regarded as probable 
by th ose m ost interested. 
It is practically assured that such 
w ill be th e case if the citizen s of Colo­ 
rado Springs d em onstrate ..aeir desire 
that it be brought here. 
Dr. W. H. M ayfield, one of the m ost 
noted surgeons and sanitarium w ork­ 
ers in th e country, is in th e city at 
the p resen t tim e and has been here 
for the p ast three w eek s, m aking in­ 
quiries and in vestigation s relative to 
the project referred to. 
Dr. M ayfield 
is a resident of St. Loqis. 
H e 
is 
noted throughout the country in th e 
m edical and surgical profession as a 
man of great ability and one w hose 
p rojects in the line of sanitaria h ave 
been em inently 
su ccessfu l in every 
way. 
H e does not represent the gov­ 
ernm ent in this effort to estauuSR a 
national hom e or sanitarium for con­ 
sum ptives, nor does he represent any 
ljusiness 
organization 
that Jjas th e 
project in view as a field for in v est­ 
m ent. 
H e sim ply represents a great ele- 
m.ent of so ciety and a large num ber 
of citizen s of St. Louis w h ose in terest 
in effectin g a great and broad-minded 
relief for th e thousands and ten s of 
thousands of persons w ho by reason 
of th eir h avin g com e in contact w ith 
the dread d isease known as consum p­ 
tion. h ave becom e victim s of the d is­ 
ease and are today w ithout hope. 
H e differs from others sim ilarly in­ 
clined in th at he hag h im self m ade a 
very decided su ccess of his own busi­ 
n ess. h as estab lish ed several institu- 
d ons for th e relief of suffering in S t 
Louis and elsew h ere, all of w hich have 
been su ccessfu l in every ob ject that 
w as had Jn view in thèir founding, and 
know s w here to get the m oney and the 
ability and th e sk ill th at w ill m ake a 
su ccess of th e institu tion w hich form s 
th e subjfect for th is article.

Dr. Mayfield would need no word of 
reference or introduction to this com ­ 
m unity w ere th e readers of th e G azette 
all physicians or surgeons. 
N eith er 
would he w ere they educators or phi­ 
lanthropists, for he is already very 
w idely, known in all th ese circles. 
But 
the general public can n ot know every 
man, even though he has done already 
a va st am ount of good in the line of 
relievin g suffering on the part of the 
poor, and affording in tellectu al advan­ 
tages for th ose to w hom , w ere It not 
tor his efforts, th ese th in gs w ould be 
secured w ith greater degree of diffi­ 
culty, and in order that all w ho read 
this article m ay know som eth in g of the 
character of the man to w hom th ey are 
being introduced, som eth in g of h is life 
w ill be stated. 
His introduction (o Colorado Springs 
at th is particular time, w ill be full of 
m eaning for the future. 
He is an old friend of several Colo- 
rdo Springs people, am ong them Pro­ 
prietor George E lstun ot the Alam o, 
Rev, Edward Braislin of the F irst Bap­ 
tist church, and m any others. H e cam e 
to Colorado Springs last year w hile 
in search of a place w here his own 
son, w ho w as a sufferer w ith consum p­ 
tion, h aving taken 
it in 
St. Louis, 
m ight find relief. 
H e found it here 
for a tim e but it proved to be too late 
and the son died after leavin g here. 
Dr. M ayfield w as 
greatly im pressed 
with the ad vantages of th is city and 
determ ined to return here w hen the 
sanitarium project w hich he had then 
in mind and had had for years could 
be a little nearer to realization. 
Dr. Mayfield is a graduate of Car­ 
rollton college, at Farm ington, Mo. He 
also attended the Fruitland N orm al In­ 
stitu te at Jackson, Mo., and graduated 
from the m edical departm ent of W ash­ 
ington university at St. L ouis a m em ber 
of th e class of 1881. 
A fter his gradu­ 
ation from th e N orm al 
Institute at 
Jackson and before taking up his m ed­ 
ical course Dr. M ayfield w as a teach er 
at S ed gw ick ville, Mo., and w as in the 
m ercantile b usiness there and also at 
M ayfield, Mo., which tow n he started 
and w hich bears his nam e. 
For tw o 
years after his graduation from the 
m edical college at St. L ouis he w as in 
practice, during th is tim e being called 
to th e chair of m ateria 
m edica and 
th erap eu tics in th e d iseases of children 
in the C ollege of P h ysician s and Sur­ 
geons of St. Louis, one of the leading 
m edical colleges in the w est.- 
Then, w ith the aid of som e of his 
B ap tist friends, h im self having alw ays 
been an active w orker in th is denonji- 
nation, h e estab lish ed the B ap tist safiir 
tarium at St. Louis, an institu tion now 
representing an expenditure of l i n , - 
000, and w liich is n ow en tirely fre^ 
from debt. 
Six years ago, up to w hich 
tim e Dr. M ayfield w as surgeon-in-ch|^| 
of th is in stitu tion , he founded th e M ay­ 
field sanitarium at St. Louis, w hich is 
one o f th e b ig g est and m ost w idely 
known in stitu tion s of its kind in St. 
Louis and of w hich he is now surgeon- 
in-chief. 
T his in stitu tioii is,.npw one 
that represents fu lly $ 106,000, and it 
also is en tirely free from debt. 
It is 
ow ned and operated by a corporation 
organized under the law s of M issouri, 
of w hich, how ever. Dr. M ayfield is con­ 
siderably 
m ore 
than a controlling 
ow ner. 
T he oth er m en in terested in 
this institu tion 
aud 
in the greater 
project w hich Dr. M ayfield h as in hand 
in clud e very 
prom inent men, 
who 
figure largely 
in th e w ealth 
of St. 
Louis, M issouri, T exas, A rkansas and 
Illinois. 
In addition to th ese in stitu tion s in St. 
Louis, w hich have been estab lish ed on 
a b u sin ess b asis and h ave proved em i­ 
n ently su ccessfu l as b u sin ess in stitu ­ 
tions, Dr. M ayfield h§s patronized the 
ranch and cam ping v illage at S cotts­ 
dale, A rizona, for th e relief of suffer­ 
ers w ith consum ption, at which more 
than .500 p atien ts w ere treated last 
year, th ese patien ts 
representin g 
17 
sta tes of the U nited S ta tes anu several 
of the p rovinces of Canada. 
T h is is 
an in stitution from w hich no one is 
turned aw ay for lack of m oney. 
T he 
cost of care there’^ is very low and the 
institu tion h as n ever m ade a ce n t of 
m oney, but it w as n ot estab lish ed as 
a m oney-m aking 
Institution and the 
ow ners are w ell please-.; «'ith the re­ 
su lts th at th ey h ave brought about. 
H e is also th e founder of th e May- 
field-Sm ith academ y, located at M arble 
H ill, 
Mo., 
w hich 
in stitu tion 
w as 
founded 25 years ago. 
T he d etails of th e plan th at Dr. 
M ayfield exp ects to work out som e- 
■where and is in hopes of w orking out 
in or near Colorado Springs, are so 
m any and so im portant th at the project 
can scarcely be grasped by an ordi­ 
nary reader of a new spaper w ho view s 
the inform ation contained in th is arti­ 
cle in th e ligh t of ordinary new s. 
It is not such. 
It is by far th e g reatest th in g for 
C olorado Springs and for the world of 
sufferers from 
tubercular affliction s 
that h as ever been placed before th e 
people. 
Dr. M ayfield in d iscu ssin g th e gen ­ 
eral need for th is in stitu tion spoke 
m ost en th u siastically and feelin gly. 
‘ T he recen t, ad vancem en t in m edi­ 
cal scien ce.” -h e said, “is w orking a 
revolution in 
sanitary 
m atters the 
world over. 
A ll the fell d iseases that 
have w rought havoc in com m unities 
are losin g their epidem ic character. 
The adm itted fact th at consum ption is 
due to th e tuberle bacilli in sp ires th e 
hope th at th is 
dread 
plague, w hich 
claim s m ore victim s than all other 
contagious d isea ses com bined, m ay be 
effectually stam ped out. 
T he civilized 
world is organizing to effect th is end. 
Philanthropic 
m en 
and w om en are 
contributing th eir m illion s and p hysi­ 
cians are arraying th em selv es for a 
system atic on slau ght a gain st it. 
"The M edical 
R ecord sta tes th at 
tuberculosis k ills one-seventh of all 
the population of th e w orld: one-third 
of all th e d eath s occurring betw een 
the ages of 13 and 60 years are due 
to tuberculosis. 
Furtherm ore, It d e­ 
stroys four and a half tim es m ore 
people^ than do sm allpox, scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever-and diphthiiria com W ned. 
"Ther.e ar&twelve hundrsti tbousffnd 


persons in the U nited States alone to­ 
day w ho are sufferers with this dread 
d isease. 
T hese arc 
fearful 
figures. 
Think of it! 
Out of every hunrled per­ 
sons dying from the last m entioned dis­ 
eases. 90 are victim s of consum ption. 
One out of every 50 persons is a v ic­ 
tim of It. 
In 1898 nearly 13,000 per­ 
sons died of consum ption in tne state 
of N ew York, 7,825 being _ residents of 
N ew York city. 
Over I per c e n t ot 
the population ot M ichigan die annu­ 
ally from consum ption; 
that is, one 
out of every 14 d eaths from all causes 
arises from 
consum ption 
Fourteen 
thousand people die annually in M ichi­ 
gan, and of th ese 7 per cent, die of 
tuberculosis. 
"A national sanitarium for consum p­ 
tives is param ount 1o all other elee­ 
m osynary in stitu tion s, 
in England Sir 
Eam ert C assel has put at the disposal 
of the king $1,000.000 to be utilized 
for the benefit of the sick at his dis­ 
cretion. 
T he king has not devoted 
his life to sta te affairs but has been 
an ardent patron of social institutions 
and has decided to devote this m oney 
to the building and m aintenance of a 
sanitarium 
for 
consum ptives. 
The 
drift of A m erican thought is in the 
sam e direction and a w orld-m ovem ent 
is in the air. 
The great truth of what 
affects one, affects all, is becom ing 
m anifest. 
Men are 
penetrating N a­ 
tu re’s secrets and this is a day of 
w onders. 
"Local sanitariu m s for the care of 
consum ptives w ill no doubt be useful, 
but an effort com m ensurate w u.. the 
gravity and exten t of the d isease re­ 
quires a national institution through 
w hich the b est conditions can be se­ 
cured. 
M any strong reasons for this 
can be given. 
”1 have talked w ith people of all 
classes and w ith men in all lines of 
b usiness in regard to this institution 
and I am assured that it would m eet 
with 
u iversal 
approval 
im m ediately. 
Railroad m en have assured me that 
they would consider it good business 
for th em selves as w ell as good pro­ 
tection for the travelin g public to run 
on all trunk lin es am bulance cars as 
often as once each fortnight; and in­ 
surance m en in m any of the old line 
com panies have told me that their com ­ 
panies would contribtite 
liberally to 
the m aintenance of such an institution 
because it would m ean the savin g of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an­ 
nually to them . 
“As another very im portant organi­ 
zation in terested <n the sanitarium 1 
would m ention the H ospital Saturday 
and Sunday association of SL Louis, 
w hich has asked m e to in vestigate this 
m atter fully and report at the next 
m eetin g of thft association. 
It is an 
u ndenom inational 
association 
organ­ 
ized for the purpose of alleviating siif- 
fering w herever it occurs. 
Catholic, 
J'ftw, G entile, C hristian or anyone else 
.5y,ho d esires to be a benefactor of 
'hum anity is at 
liberty to becorhe a 
TOember of th is Institution, 
it costs 
nothing to be a m em ber but everyone 
w ho contributes as much as $10 to the 
work is at liberty to place a p auent in 
any one of the num erous h osp itals and 
sanitarium s w ith w hich it is afiiliated. 
P atien ts sen t to th ese in stitu tion s hy 
th e Saturday and Sunday association 
or its representatives are cared for at 
th e uniform rate of $1 per day. 
Ex- 
G overnor Francis of M issouri is p resi­ 
dent and a great m any other prom inent 
citizen s of the state and of St. I<ouis 
hold m em bership in our association. 
T here are sim ilar association s in m any 
of the large cities of the east, and thou­ 
sands of dollars are raised annually 
by them for the care of the sick. 
I 
do not know that this m o n e y could be 
turned into the channel w hich would 
bring it to the m aintenance of our in­ 
stitu tion but 1 have reason to b elieve 
it cou ld .” 
Dr. M ayfield has m ade the selection 
of a site for this Institution a particu­ 
lar ob ject of study and has concluded 
that the m ost advisable locality in the 
U nited S tates is Colorado Springs and 
its im m ediate vicinity. 
He says that 
th ere are other points In the w est, and 
som e of them In Colorado, w here gen 
eral clim atic conditions are as good as 
they are in Colorado Springs, but that 
in the selection of a site for such an 
institu tion as is contem plated, atten ­ 
tion should be paid to the environm ent 
of the city. 
Colorado Springs is m ost 
ad vantageously situated 
w ith 
regard 
to railroads and it affords every in­ 
d ucem ent as a hom e city tor the thou­ 
sands of relatives of the p atien ts of 
the sanitarium who would be drawn to 
the city n earest the place w here the 
sanitarium Is located. 
It m eans, if the project is carricd 
through, that this city w ill be for all 
tim e th e haven of refuge for th is class 
of sufferers from every quarter of the 
land. 
It w ill be estab lish ed , if th e 
governm en t ca n ,b e brought to aid it, 
w ith governm ent aid; if not. w ithout it, 
but there is little cause to q uestion the 
probability of its being a governm ental 
institu tion , since, if the representatives 
of th e people in con gress cannot be 
m ade to see im m ediately that it would 
be a w ise expenditure of m oney, it w ill 
be carried through w ith on ly th e m oral 
support of th e governm ent. 
T he proj­ 
ect in volves the use of a good m any 
th ousands of acres of land and the ex­ 
penditure of a vast am ount of m oney, 
not in the erection of costly buildings, 
but in the transportation to th is vicin­ 
ity of th e p atients for the sanitarium 
and in th e m aintenance of them after 
th ey are here. 
It is in th e hands of 
St. L ouisans who are proud of having 
their city the birthplace of such a 
n oble 
m ovem ent, 
"rhey 
are 
broad­ 
m inded, generous-hearted m en of great 
w ealth and greater influence, w ho feel 
th at in th e consum m ation of th eir plan 
th ey w ould bring a great b lessin g to 
St. L ouis in having started so noble 
and g reat an institution, in havin g re­ 
m oved th e sufferers w ith th is dread 
d isease to a point w here th ey would 
be togeth er and would n ot be endanger, 
in g th e liv es of others, to th e patien ts 
th em selves in 
placing 
them w here 
th eir suffering would be lessen ed , to 
th e relatives of the p atien ts In protect­ 
in g them from danger of in fection , and 
to Colorado Springs or such oth er place 
as th eir InBtltut'lon m jght be located, 
in bringing- it im m ediately to 
at­ 
ten tion of th e w hole w oria a s th.. best 
p ossib le p lace for th e treatm en t and 
cure and Btamplng ou t o f th is d iseasei. 


and; com m ercially, In m aking it the 
center for the 
m ain ten an ce of the 
thousatids of p atien ts w ho w ould com e 
to the sanitarium and 
of 
the still 
greater thou&ands of people, relatives 
of th e p atien ts th em selv es, w ho would 
be drawn to Colorado Springs, either 
tem porarily or p erm anently in order 
th at th ey m ight be near th eir afflicted 
loved ones. 
T hus it w ill be seen that the project 
)s one the m agnitude of w hich cannot 
be set forth in a few w ords. 
' 
, 
Dr. Mayfield is here w orking it up 
and has made very considerable prog 
ress toward bringing it to a consum ­ 
m ation in or near Colorado Springs. 
He is ready and able fo have the 
m atter brought before con gress at its 
n ext 
session 
and 
exp ects to do so 
and to ascertain w hat degree of moral 
o r financial aid can be looked for from 
the governm ent. 
H e has brought It to the atten tion 
of the Cragm or people w ith the hope 
that they w ill see fit to take hold of 
the Colorado Springs end of the proj­ 
ect, not to raise any great am ount of 
m oney other than th at already in their 
hands, but rather to dem onstrate that 
Colorado Springs w ants the sanitarium . 
It is not a bad thing for the Fifty 
Thousand club In Colorado Springs to 
take up. 
It would mean fifty thousand and 
m any tim es fifty thousand in the course 
of tim e.

'I passed by your state house in Au- 
gusta this morning. Your ' legislature 
meets only every other year and stays 
In session only about two months. Quits 
rights You do not need too manyilaws; 
too much legislation. What We need is 
stability of laws, fearlessness In apply- 
ing legislation to new evils when they 
spring up, but, above all, common sense, 
and self-restraint in applying these 
remedies and the fixed arjd unchange- 
able ^belief that fundamentally 
each 
man's -salvation rests In -his own hands. 
All of us stumble at times. There is 
not'a man here who'does not at times 
need a helping hand stretched out to- 
ward him.

GAGE DEFEATED 


IN CALIFORNIA 


Dr. George C. Pardee Nominated 


for Governor By the Republi- 


cans on the Sixth -Ballot.

Sacramento, Calif.. Aug. 27.—The most 
hotly .contested factional fight in the 
history of the Republican party In Cali- 
fornia came to an end today when the 
sixth ballot was taken in the state con- 
vention for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. When the convention reassem- 
bled this morning the forces ot Gov- 
ernor Gage were still hopeful of making 
some combination whereby the dead- 
lock could be broken and the opposing 
forces manifested continued confidence 
of continuing the battle along the lines 
of yesterday. It had been reported that 
a seci-et agreement had been entered 
into between the Gage contingent and 
the managers of Dr. George C. Pardce's 
campaign whereby the latter was to be 
given the full force of the governor's 
strength If the fight looked hopeless for 
the administration element but no defi- 
nite information concerning the time of 
the transfer of the votes 
had 
even 
leaked out. Governor Gage reached his 
highest vote on the fourth ballot when 
339V4 were credited to- him and on the 
next, he dropped to 335>/£. The end came 
amidst the greatest confusion. When 
Shasta county was reached in the sixth 
roll call the Gage people began to cast 
their votes for Pardee and then the 
slide toward the Alameda county phy- 
sician commenced amidst an uproar 
that Interfered with the taking of the 
ballot. Long before San Diego county 
was reached Dr. Pardee'p nomination 
was assured and then the Flint men 
gracefully struck their colors and paid 
Pardee the compliment of voting for 


him. 


.T. O. Iluyes of San Jose, one of the 


unsuccessful candidates, moved to make 
the nomination unanimous. The Sa- 
linas man. who nominated Flint, and 
Judge MoKlnley of L.OS Angeles who 
nominated Gage, seconded the motion 
which was carried. 


Dr. Pardee was called to'the plat- 


form and made a brief address, thank- 
Ing the convention and predicting suc- 
cess.

A suc- 
cession of whistle 
blasts, just how 


blown could not bo learned, was fol- 
lowed by a tremendous crash and the 
Feconic's bow smashed into the hull of 
the'Ligurnia, just forward of the fore- 
mast 
The Italian's hull was cut to 


the water's edge and, water poured 
into the aperture. 
The Peconlc, as 


she drifted away, scraped the white 


hull of the Llgtn-nia and carried away 
the companion ladder. 
The bow of 


the Peconlc on the port side was stove 
in and the stem turned to starboard.

EPIDEMIC OF CHOLERA 


OF ALARMING PROPORTIONS

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 27.—The epi- 


demic, of cholera is reaching alarm- 
ing proportions on the other side of 
the Pacific, the outbreak extending, 
further and having more victims than 
ever before reported. It extends from 
the island of Java to Japan and almost 
every city on the coast and many in 
the interior are affected. The disease, 
too, is being contracted by Europeans 
as 
well as natives. 
In Hong-kong, 


from the first of the 
outbreak 
to 


August 6 there had been 523 ca'ses, 
six of the patients being Europeans, 
and 511 deaths, of whom four were 
Europeans. In Tien-tsln, the last re- 
port placed the number of cases for 
the year at 1,049 and deaths 764, within 


the city walls, and 1,015 cases'and 
593 deaths outside, the city walls: In, 
other places in China the proportion 
of cases and deaths is Just as great. 
A dispatch says hundreds have died 
in Java.

While Mary Markley was 
carrying supper to her brother, who is 
employed at a colliery near Lansford, 
she was set upon and severely beaten by 
a crowd of women. Late tonight the. 
crowds on the streets have 
dwindled 
and order has been partially restored. 
The civil authorities express the belief 
that there will be no serious disturb- 
ances during the night. They are fear- 
ful, however, that a serious clash will 
occur between the troops and the strik- 
ers in the morning. The fact that the 
Lehigh Coal & Navigation company is 
hoisting coal at its No. 4 colliery has 
greatly Incensed the mine workers, es- 


pecially the foreigners and they are de- 
' tcrmlned not to allow non-union men to 
. go to work tomorrow.

The sec- 
ond city troop of Philadelphia has been 
ordered by Governor Stone to join; Col. 
Clement, who is in command hers dur- 
ing the absence of General Gobin. Major 
Gearhart, who is in command of a bat- 
talion at Manila park, reported to 
Colonel Clement today that things have 
been in such a state of turmoil In the 
Panther Creek regions during the last 
few days that he has been unable to 
cover the disturbed district with the 
force at his command and asked for re- 
inforcements. The colonel at" once got 
Into communication with Governor 
Stone and it was decided to send the 
Governor's troop to Gearhart's assist- 
ance and to reinforce the command 
here with the Philadelphia troop.

mbljc. It Is a republic with which our 
>wn great republic must ever ha closely 
sn/t by the t|es of common interests and 
common aspirations. Cuba must al- 
ways be peculiarly related to us in In- 
ernational politics. She must in./in- 
ternational affairs be to a degree a part 
of our political system. In return she 
must'have peculiar relations with us 
economically. She must be in a. sense 
jart of our economic system- We iwt- 
>eet her to accept a political attitude 
toward us which we think wisest botn 
'or her and us. In return, wo must 
be -prepared to put her In an economic 
position as regards our tariff system 
which will give her some measure of 
the prosperity which we enjoy. 
Wo 
cannot, in my judgment, avoid taking 
:his attitude if we are to persevere in 
.he course which we have outlined for 
ourselves as a nation .during the past 
'our years; and therefore I believe that 
t is only a matter of time—and, I 
:ruat, only a matter of a very short. 
Jme—before we enter Into reciprocal 
trade relations with Cuba. 
"The isthmian canal repressing what 
s probably to be the greatest eiiglneer- 
ng feat-Tthe greatest feat nf the kind 
—of the twentieth century. Before we 
start upon the construction of the cannl 
certain questions of detail a.-|d of our

Normally the 
nation 
that achlaves 
Breatnens can do so only at the cost 
ot anxiety and bewilderment and heart- 
wearina- effort. 
Timid people, people 
•cant of faith and hope, and good peo- 
ple who are not accustomed to the 
roughness of the life of effort—are a'- 
most sure to be disheartened and dla- 
mayed by the work and the worry, nnd 
overmuch cast down by the shortcom- 
ings, actual or seeming, which in real 
life always accompany the first stagr-a 
even of what eventually turn out to 
the most brilliant victories" 
"AH this is trun of what has happened 
during the last four years in the Philip- 
pine islands. The Spanish war Itself 
was an easy task, but it left us certain 
other tasks which were much more dif- 
ficult. One of there tasks was that of 
dealing with the Philippines. The easy 
thing to do—the thing which appealed 
not only to lazy and selfish men, but to 
very many good men whose thought die 
not drive them down to the root ol 
things—was to leave the islands. Had 
we done this, a period of wild chaos 
would have supervened and then some 
stronger power would have stepped In 
and seized the islands and have taken 
up the task -which -we in such a, case 
would have flinched from performing 
A less easy but Infinitely more absurd 
course would have been to leave the 
islands ourselves, and at the same time 
to assert that we would not permit any 
one else to interfere with them. This 
particular course would have combiner 
all the possible disadvantages of every 
other course which was advocated. I 
would have placed us in a humiliating 
position because when the actual tes 
came it would have been quite out 01 
the, question for us, after same striking 
deed of savagery had occurred in the 
islands, to stand by and prevent the 
re-entry ot civilization Into them; while 
the mere fact of our having threatened 
thus to guarantee the local tyrants and 
wrong-doers against outside Interfer- 
ence by ourselves or others, would have 
put a premium upon every species of 
tyranny and anarchy within the islands. 
"Finally there was the course which 
we adopted—not an easy course, one 
fraught with danger and difficulty, as 
is generally the case in this world 
when some great feat is to be accom- 
plished as an incident to working out 
national destiny. 
We made up our 


minds to stay In the Islands—to put 
down violence—to establish peace and 
order, and then to Introduce a Juet and 
wise civil rule1 accompanied by a. meas- 
ure ot self-government which should 
increase as rapidly as the islanders 
showed themselves fit to use It. Well, it 
was certainly a formidable task; but 
think of the marvelously successful way 
in which it has been accomplished. 


"The first and vitally, important feat 
was the establishment of the supremacy 
of the American flag and this had to 
be done by the effort of those .gallant 
fellow Americans ot ours to whom *o 
great a debt i* due—the officers' and 


nltrtad men of the United Btatea reg- 
ulars and volunteers alike. In a suc- 
esslon of campaigns, carried on In an 
unknown trople Jungle against an clu- 
ilve and treacherous foe vastly outnum- 
bering them, under the most adverse 
conditions of climate, weather 
and 


-ountry, our troops completely broke 
he power of the insurgents', smashed 
heir armies and harried the broken 
•obber bands into submission. In its 
alter stages the war against our rule 
ante into mere brigandage; and what 
our troops had to d.o was to hunt down 
he parties of ladrpnes. It was not a 
.ask which it was humanly possible 
:o accomplish In a month or a year; but 
month by month, year by year, with 
unwearied and patient resolution, our 
army In the Philippines did' the task 
vhlch it found ready to hand until the 
ast vestige of organized insurrection 
was stamped out. I do not refer to the 
More?, with whom we have exercised 
:he utmost forbearance, but who may 
'orce us to chastise them if they per- 
sist In attacking our troops. 
Among 


he Filipinos proper, however, 
peace 
has come. Doubtless here and there 
porarllc outbreaks of brigandage will 
occur from time to time, but organized 
varfare against the American .flag has 
•eaped and there Is no reason to appre- 
lend Its recurrence. Our army in the 
slands ban been reduced until If Is not 
i fourth of what it was at the time 
:he outbreak was it its height. 
"Step by step as our army conquered, 
he rule of the military was supplanted 
by the rule of the civil authorities—the 
soldier was fucceeded by the civilian 
magistrate. The utmost care has been 
exercised In choosing the best type of 
Americans for the high civil positions 
and the actual work of administration 
has been done BO far as possible by 
native Filipino officials serving under 
these Americans. The success of the 
effort has been wonderful. 


"Never has this country had a more 
upright or an abler body of public rep- 
•esentatives than Governor Taft and 
Vice Governor Wright and their sub- 
ordinates In the Philippines. 
It la a 
very difficult matter practically to ap- 
ply the principle of an orderly free 
government to an oriental people strug- 
gling upward out of barbarism and 
subjection. It )s a task requiring In- 
finite firmness, patience, tact, broad- 
nlnfleSness. 
AH these qualities and 
countless others hsve been found in the 
civil and military officers who have been 
sent over to administer the islands- 
It was, of course, Inevitable that there 
should be occasional failures, but It is 
astonishing how few these have been. 
Here and there the civil government 
which had been established In a given 
district had to be temporarily with- 
drawn, because of some outbreak, but 
at last, en July 4 that has just passed 
—on the 126th anniversary of our inde- 
pendence—it was possible at tha same 
.Ime for me to declare amnesty through- 
out the islands and definitely to eatab- 
ish civil rule over all of them excepting 
the country of the "Mohammedan Moros, 
where the conditions were wholly dif- 
ferent. Bach inhabitant of ths Philip- 
pines is now guaranteed his civil and 
religious rights, his rights to Ifte, per- 
sonal liberty and the pursuit ot happi- 
ness, subject only to not Infringing on 
:he rights of others. It Is worth noting 
that already the Philippine people have 
received a greater share of self-govern- 
ment, that they have more to gay as 
•.o how they shall be governed than Is 
the case with the people of the orient 
which Is under European rule. Nor is 
this all. Congress'has, with far-seeing 
wisdom, heartily supported all that has 
been'done by the executive. Wise laws 
for the government of the Philippines 
have been placed upon the statute bp.pks, 
and under those laws provision is"ma"de 
for the introduction into the Philippines 
of representative government, with only 
the delay necessary to allow for the es- 
tablishment of definite peace, for the 
taking of a census 
nnd the settling 


down of the country. In short, we are 
governing the Filipinos primarily in 
their Interest and for their very great 
Senefft. 
And we have acted In prac- 


tical fashion—not trying to lay down 
rules as to what shouH be done In the 
remote and uncertain future, but turn- 
Ing our attention to the Instant need of 
things and meeting that need in the

Nevada showed 
the material gain of $9B7,60Q which came 
largely from the newly discovered camp 
Tonopah, In Nye county, although near- 
ly every county In the state increased 
its production. South Dakota also made 
a gain of $301,900, Idaho J144.600, arid 
Oregon $123,400.

KULES AGREED UPON 70S 
THE COMING MANEUVERS

New York, Aug. 28.— Major General' 
MacArthur rnf.de public today the text 
ot the rules agreed upon for the coming 
army and navy maneuvers. The whole 
scheme of operations is based upon the 
assumption that in anticipation of A 
declaration of hostilities a Strong hostile 
fleet, without torpedo boats, determines 
to make a sudden dash on the eastern 
entrance of Long Island' to secure a 
naval base, in the expectation of finding 
the land forces, In the absence of a dec- 
laration of war, in a somewhat unpre- 
pared condition. 
The periods 'of the maneuvers are to 
be divided Into two distinct phases- 
period of preparation and period of hos- 
tilities. During the first period it Is In- 
tended that there shall be a day attack 
and a night attach by the fleet and If 
possible a bombardment and tho forc- 
ing ot a. passage. During the ensuing 
period mines and obstructions may he 
planted by the defense and the condi- 
tions of war are to be followed as close- 
ly as possible. 
On the part of the army the informa- 
tion to be gained relates to the general 
efficiency, down to the smallest detail' 
of all that appertains to the construc- 
tion and armament of the land de- 
fenses, and. the training of 'the forces 
manning them. The navy will concern 
itself with the beat plans of obtaining 
ranges, the effect of mines and obstruc- 
tions, formations of attack, efficiency of 
signals, the use of searphllghts and the 
genera] control of artillery fire. 
. . : 
Umpires of both services are to. bet 
detailed to all ships and forts and will 
report 'to a board of arbitration of five 
officers, whose judgment will be final. • 
In addition a number of observers 
will act with each of the forces as rep- 
resentatives of the other. 


Tha period ot preparation will be from 
midnight of August 29' to midnight of 
August 31, the period of hostilities ex- 
tending from the latter hour until noon, 
September 6. The defense will consist. 
of Forts Rodman, Adams, Wetherill, 
Gebrele, Mansfield. Wright, Mlchiei Ter. 
ry and the fort on Gardner's Point. 
There, will be no floating defenses. The 
attack will consist of about V& 'ships; of 
which five will rank as battleships and 
the rest as cruisers and gunboats. 
The umpires and observers will as- 
semble at the war college at Newport 
on August 27 to discuss the rules and 
on August 39 will be distributed to their 
various stations. The naval militia will 
embark at Newport on August 80, to be. 
distributed to the ships. At the close 
of the maneuvers the attacking fleet 
will pass in review before the forts. 
Elaborate rules are laid down to es- 
timate the value of the fire of guns of. 
all calllber so as to determine when any 
fort shall be considered to have been 
put put of action or silenced. All mines 
are to be fully connected and furnished 
•with dummy charges and fuses, -the ex- 
plosion of which will be supposed to 
entail the destruction of any vessel 
passing over the mine. No communica- 
tion will tie held with the shore except 
under a flag of truce and no boats will 
be allowed alongside the ships.

•DYNAMITE OUTRAGE 
to tlie Gazette. 


Cripple talek, Aug. 25.-At 10 o'clock 
tonight the five-room house at 108 Hay- 
den avenue, formerly occupied by Sher- 
man Crumley and owned by Walter F. 
Rock, was badly wrecked by the explo- 
sion ofrgynamtte. 


The explosion was a terrific one and 
was heard In all parts of the city. A 
large crowd at once asembled about the 
building and the fire department quick- 
ly responded to the alarm. 


It was only July 6 lam that an at- 


tempt was made by unknown parties to 
destroy this dwelling by flre. At that 
time the house was occupied by Sher- 
man Crumley. It was then thought by 
officers that someone with a personal 
spite against Mr. Crumley started the 
blaze. Mf. Crumley has not occupied 
the dwelling'for the past month. Since 
that time the house lias been unoccu- 
pied. From the force or the explosion 
it seems possible that 15 Or 20 sticks of 
dynamite were used tonight to wreck 
the building. Flre Chief O'Brien Is of 
the opinion that a flre was started In 
the house previous to the explosion, but 
that the explosion put out the blaze. 
The rear end of the building is torn to 
fragments and the entire structure 16 In 
a tottering condition. 


Officers at once went to work upon 
the Case and the bloodhounds from the 
city hall were sent to the scene.

city. The cause of the killing is not 
Known,but fs thought to have bee-n 
brought about by a/dlspute over cattle. 


None of the men in the camp heard 
the two men quarreling. The following 
is a portion of the statement of O. 
Gavin, the cowboy who brought thr 
news to the city: 


"I was busy about the camp when 


I saw Mr. Sieber and Joe Harris ap- 
proaching. 
They stopped when they 


came about 100 feet from me and 
seemed to be having an earnest con- 
versation. I saw Harris pull his gun 
and he fired three times. 
Mr. Siebev 


fell and Harris rode off in the direc- 
tion of Westwater." 


The body of Sieber was brought to 


this city late this afternoon. 
Harris 


was arrested at Westwater and brought 
here on a freight train and Is now in 
the county jail. 


The Sieber Cattle Co. is composed of 


the two Thatcher brothers of Pueblo 
and Mr. Sieber. and it is estimated 
that the company owns over 12,000 
head of cattle which are on the range 
in western Colorado and eastern Utah.

the timber on the range has been- de- 
stroyed. The flre Is thought to have been 
started by campers who were camping 
there until last Monday. The people who 
were pe»n last to 
go on the range to 


camp were In a covered wagon and came 
from the eastern part of the state. When 
leaving camp Monday evening they went 
In a northwesterly direction. It Is not 
thought that they purposely set the flre, 
but that It was started from some live 
coals that were left behind. Every effort 
was put forth to subdue the mad rush of 
the flames as soon as discovered. A high 
wind soon began to blow, driving the lire 
into the thickest part of the timber. A 
report reaches Walsenburg from there this 
evening to tlie effect that a good rain fell 
there this afternoon and the flre Ie now 
well under control of the flre-flghters. It 
is thought that a Mexican prospector from 
New Mexico was on the range prospecting 
when the lire broke out, and It Is claimed 
tuht bo was completely surrounded'by tho 
flames, and If such bo the case he Is now 
burned to death. As soon as It is possible 
to make way to where he Is thought to 
have been at work such will be done, al- 
though he is believed to be dcail by tills 
time. He came to this county about two 
montliH ago, and has not been seen to 
conic from the range sinco going there. 
Had it not been for the timely ruin this 
afternoon tho whole range, which covers 
about 100 Gciuaro miles, would have been 
completely denuded of Its vast amount of 
timber.

Mr. Mul- 


i'oOney, the manager, states that the 
smelter has been taking the high grade 
material, and charging the highest rate 
the traffic would bear. The company de- 
sired a contract under which they could 
Ship the material, the same as other 
mines in the camp, but were unable 
to obtain It. This led to the closing of 
the property. That there is considerable 
friction 'between the Greenback man- 
agement and the trust is a well-known 
fact. It has been claimed that the trust 
has all along wanted the mine, but It 
Is-asserted by the Greenback manage- 
ment that no proposition looking to its 
purchase has ever been made. Mr. Mul- 
rooney stated that he failed to see why 
he should keep up pumping operations 
at .a heavy expense, practically giving 
away his best ore, then, when the best 
ore was all gone, be forced to sell out 
for what the trust might choose to pay. 
The shutting down of the pumps, which 
are Ipcated at 1,300 feet, will flood the 
lower workings of the Greenback, and 
unquestionably cause an additional flow 
of water in neighboring properties.

General observation would certainly 


prove .that those who .are the most 
Hospitable, .who all their lives have re- 
garded hospitality as a real delight and 
have been accustomed to enjoy it, are 
not. likely, to be or to become churlish. 
It is, indeed, true that one of the ad- 
vantages of ; comfortable pecuniary cir- 
cumstances IB the ability it gives to 
entertain one's friends frequently. But 
this pleasure may be enjoyed, and often 
is enjoyed., to the full, by those whose 
means-are moderate. There are parents 
of limited means who so thoroughly 
•appreciate what an education it Is both 
to themselves 'and to -their children to 
widen their' acquaintanceship and to 
bring into their homes friends of varied 
tastes, accomplishments and experi- 
ences that -.they make 
their simple 
homes .centers of delightful hospitality. 
They believe fully that the choice guest 
sriveg far more than he receives, -and 
that there ie nothing more agreeable 
for the .entire household -than the com? 
Ing into personal" touch with .many 
minds'.

On the other hand, there are magnifi- 
cent .homes. in- which the few guests 
which are formally entertained are so 
chilled by. a lack of the best atmos- 
phere that geniality is impossible and 
the lack of real simplicity and. true 
cordiality dries up the springs, of 'easy 
conversation and hinders entirely the 
merriment, ..and. the wit, the telling of 
stories,' the repartee, the incidents an* 
the-eiperlences which flow so natur- 
ally* .around . a- truly hospitable board 
where guests are frequent. 
Time., in his "Notes on England," 
writes of the- English: "What is alto- 
gether -admirable, and perhaps unique 
in Europe, 'is' their manner of .practic- 
ing hospitality." Then, he relates some 
of his own delightful experiences, and 
sums up the cause of this unusual-ho S- 
pltallty in these .words: "The English- 
men are.hospitable;' (1) on account of* 
weariness,- they haverJieedjrO.f conver- 
sation,: of new. ideas ; . (2), .as, an effect til 
social ciSatoriis, in: London they scarcely 
speak;, the: country house ^s the true 
drawing-room^ 'the . place, 'for, associat- 
ing, together,. (3) The presence of: a 
stranger does not, have : the result, ,. ail 
among, some, 6f interrupting 'acquain- 
tanceship, stopping the general impulse, 
the gaiety... the ' chit-chat, 
compelling 
people to be on their guard,: to restrain 
their familiarity and their heedless- 
ness. There is only another chair filled 
at table,. ,in the .drawing-room, nothing 
more; the tone has not changed." ' 
Tlje F.rench are also, noted for their 
hospitality and their habit of keeping 
open' house. In the entrance hall of 
many a mansion or villa in France 
one 'Will see a motto frescoed on the 
wall or woven into some decoration, 
containing these words: "Fals ce que 
tu vdudrais." Do as you like. In that 
motto is^found the' secret of the -en- 
Joymentj-of .both the entertainers and 
the entertained. Quests are united for

Madame de Stael was noted for hair 
abounding hospitality. By her cor1 
dlallty of manner and sincere interest 
iri her friends, she .drew them closely 
to her and had .great influence over 
themV She once said that- the -chief 
luxury ,upon which she delighted to 
spend her money was hospitality. After 
her- exile. from France she • made .her 
beautiful home at Coppet, Lake Geneva, 
the intellectual center of Europe. There 
she received with delight authors, 
scholars, poets, scientists, , musicians, 
and kings and emperors : as well. So 
extended -was her hospitality, so Inspir- 
ing her thoughts, so wide her influence,, 
it was said of her: "She is a power in 
all the nations." 
. 


Yet. Madame de Stael did not possess 
ea immense fortune. Her home wat» 
simple as compared with those of the 
friends she entertained, and she did not 
spend large sums upon 'her table. She 
loved Eoolety; it was indispensable to 
her, and she acknowledged that she 
needed it as a stimulus to her faculties, 
and . she asserted that' they had beelf 
more developed, by conversation with 
men and worrien of culture than from 
any other source, she was a -woman 
full of charm, noted for her simplicity 
of -manner, and. remarkable for, .placlfre 
all who were about her at ease. 
We. need' not, perhaps, aspire to be 


Madame de Staels; we 'need not expect 
to be powers' in the world, but we 
all can share In the delights of hospi- 
tality. Were wfc somewhat more inde- 
pendent, divesting ourselves of 
the 


Idea, that we cannot invite a few friends 
to~ lunch or to dinner unless we can 
provide grape-fruit- and cherries, oys- 
ters' on the -.half shell, and game we' 
might enjoy this "gracious ministry" 
far more often than we' now do. ' Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, writing on this subject, 
says: "One need not to be rich to 
have a. hospitable home. He may have 
nothing but a tent; he may be BO poor 
that he' goes 'out of it and sits under 
a tree for shade, and still he may be a 
hospitable householder and the home 
may entertain God's angels unawares." 


The art of exercising a. refined hos- 
pitality 'Is a fine art. There is an in, 
descrlbable quality attaching to those 
who, from youth have been accustomed 
to 'good society, and who have, been 
reared in hospitable homes,' as notice- 
able as is the lack of such culture In 
those who have never had if or 'who 
have neVer been deprived of it until 
late In life.

January 1. ISO], Professor Guiscppe Piazzi 
noticod what seemed to be a new star of 
about the eighth magnitude twinkling be- 
tween Mars and Jupiter. It was not 
marked on any chart of the heavens and 
was, 
in fact, not the burning light of a 


star but the reflected light of the sun 
shining from the surface of a little planet 
—the first known asteroid. It 
fulfilled 


Kepler's prophecy and seemed, at first 
sight, to prove Bode's law. It was named 
Ceres Ferdlnandea in honor of the tute- 
lary goddess and of the reigning king of 
Sicily—an honor that later astronomers 
have taken from the king and 
given 


wholly .to Jhe goddess—and the first fruit 
of its study was the discovery of a sec- 
ond member of the same famDy. 


In March of the next year, Dr. William 


Obers, at Bremen, discovered, much to his 
surprise, for he was engaged merely in 
examining tho relative positions of the 
stars near Ceres, the second asteroid, Pal- 
las. In 1804 Juno, the third asteroid, was 
discovered; In 1807, Vesta; and hero for 
the time being, the. discoveries rested. The 
four little planets were believed to have 
once been a part of the aamo mass and 
were therefore taken together as com- 
pleting the law of planetary progression. 
There was no further discovery until OS-IS, 
when one asteroid was added to the list. 
In 1847 three more were discovered. Since 
that time the use of photography and the 
Individual effort of d certain number of 
"asteroid hunters" has brought the num- 
ber to over 500. Seven have been'found on 
a single photographic plate taken by the 
Harvard observatory. 


The camera, however, and the regular 


astronomical observer differ from the "as- 
teroid hunter" in that they study the 
heaven* without any desire to find another 
of these little planets. The hunter-takes, 
his telescope and devotes himself to 


the. sky witli the hope of finding an aster- 
old not already known to other astrono- 
mers. Tt he succeeds the nnw planet la 
eventually given a number in tne "Berliner 
Jahrbuch," and everything about !t re- 
corded for the benefit of other observers. 
Until recently It cost £MO a year to tak"e 
care of each asteroid; that Is to say, 
tho timo and labor necessary to ksep 
track of them amounted to that in good 
dollars. 
Despite this care several hava 


been lost and photographic astronomy 
is now trying to pick them up again, but 
the majority of asteroids are so faint that

new asteroid, as has been said, has there- 
fore, to be Identified as a new member of 
the family and not ah old one. turned up 
again—a matter of complicated astronom- 
ical mathematics. 


Vesta, the largest of the first group of 


asteroids, has been estimated by Profes- 
eor Pickering of the Harvard observatory 
to ba about 319 miles in diameter; thfc 
other throe are perhaps two-thirds as 
large. 
The smallest of the legion dls- ' 


covered later is probably less than '"HF~- 
miles In diameter, and a good sized west- 
ern farm would contain-as much territory 
as its entire surface area. Since the sur-' 
faco attraction, or, as* we call Jt familiarly, 
the force of gravity,: Qn two' planete oC 
the same density Is In., proportion to their 
diameters, th» Imagination may'plcturs 
the distant asteroid as such a farm and In- 
dulge an almost unlimited number of 
amusing deductions. Imagine, for ex- 
ample, an American family to have emi- 
grated to this smallest of the asteroids. 
Tho farmer's wife, if she had weighed 
200 pounds In Texas, would weigh less 
than five ounces on the surface of tha 
asteroid; tho cow that thoughtlessly 
.lumped a fence would leap so high In 
the air that she would not get back to 
pasture In less than half an Hour. Such 
speculations, however, are not the prl-.. 
mary object of astronomy, although M. 
Flammarlon, 
the French 
astronomer, 


holds the opinion that these little worlda 
are very likely peopled with little Inhabi- 
tants. 


The best-known asteroid is Kros, dis- 


covered at Heidelberg, August IS, 1S98. It 
differs from every other member of Its 
family and from every other known celes- 
tial body. No other celestial body, with 
the exception of Saturn and his rings, has 
such a distinct Individuality, for Bros Is 
not a sphere but Is probably cither shaped 
like a huge cigar that turns over and 
over in space or llko an enormous dinner 
plate that spins on an axis, first one Bids 
up, then the other. The asteroid is con- 
stantly changing In brightness, the change 
being so rapid that it can be noticed in 
different parts of the same photograph. 
Other stars change in brilliancy because 
of the revolution about them .pf 
other 


bodies; some celestial bodies vary 'probab- 
ly because they are darkqr;on. one side 
than the other—as Is tho case) for ex- 
ample, with one of Saturn's outer satel- 
lites. But Eros Is distinctly different from 
any of these, and the whirling, cigar or 
spinning dinner plate theories are tha 
most plausible explanations of Us condl-'. 
tion that have been advanced. Kros, more- 
over, comes nearer 'the earth, once every 
seven years, than any other known planet. 
It is then only 15,000,000 miles distant, or 
less than one-third the distance of tha 
sun. 
At two other times during the seven. 


year period It approaches near;enqugh to 
the earth to be of great Importance In tha 
mathematical calculations .with 
which 


astronomy studies the distance .of tho 
other heavenly bodies—so much so that 
about EO observatories here and abroad 
make special observations at that time. ' 
For a long time the asteroldfl were 


given.names, but In recent years the prac- 
tice has been largely given up, although 
nominally It Is not yet abandoned. Scien- 
tifically they are known by numbers. Ilka 
the Inmates of a state prison, Eros for ex- 
ample, being No. 433. The !llst of names 
has pretty well exhausted the list of 
classical divinities, heroes, magicians, and 
other characters, all more or leg's familiar 
to the general reader. Brunhilda, whom 
wo have met in German opera, Is No. 123, 
while 202 commemorates Penelope, the 
faithful and (to tho famous suitors) pro- 
voklngly Industrious wife, of .wandering 
Ulysses. Some are named after the places 
of their dlscovery^-Chlcago, for example. 
Cleopatra, Hypatla. Circe and 
Ophelia 


arc among the family, and there are also 
an Emma, an Alice, and a Bertha. But 
the fact that nobody knows them 
by 


name, or sees them without a telescope- 
save in a few case's—makes the office o* 
godparent not over exciting. 


How the asteroids originated nobody 


knows, nor has any theory been lormu- 
latcd that Is particularly convincing. They 
existed doubtless millions of years before 
discovery, and there remain probably a 
great many yet undiscovered, - many ot 
them too faint for any modern Instrument 
to spy out. Their eccentricities, how- 
ever, show that the celestial' universe pro. 
sents problems as complicated as those «| 
nature as It is studied on, the earth, and 
make even the great steps recently taken 
in astronomy only an Indication of the un. 
tiring patience with which that 
must continue Its advance.

So far as Senator Teller is concerned, the plain logic of the situation is, 


that while there IB some doubt ap to whether the. Democrats can succeed 
-•with Teller as their avowed candidate, in electing the next United States 
senator from Colorado, they certainly can not do so without Teller. 


It is, of course, very trying to those real Democrats who are themselves 


for this high position, or have genuine Democratic principles 


that they have held for many years, to see the party subjugated to the will 


< of one who Is so recent a convert from Republicanism, and of whose political 
sincerity they are not as yet fully convinced. 


But the El Paao county Democrats, like their fellow partisans in Teller 


'county, are willing to yield to an evident necessity, and since H is a case 
of Teller or no one, they are willing to accept Teller rather than to see a 
Republican succed him. 


As for Judge Stlmson, he Is in some respects the strongest candidate the 


Pemoorats could select for the position of governor. He has developed great 
strength in Teller and El Paso counties, and his personal character and his 
Clean record of nearly twenty years In this state commend him to the respect 
Of all his fellow citizens Irrespective of politics. If the next governor of the 
state is to be a Democrat, a better man could not be chosen than Judge

T IS hardly to be supposed that a business man of the standing of Mr. John 


W. Gates will deliberately set about injuring the business Interests of 
Colorado In revenge for his failure to obtain control of the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron company, although reports to that effect have been published 


in some newspapers. 
Colorado has already suffered from its experience ,of 


the Jealousy and narrow mlndedness of Wall street, and there Is every 
reason to believe that the eastern speculators are no better Informed t 
they were and no more disposed to admit any merit in any proposition tflat 
does not play directly into their hands, and which they cannot control. 


But we do not believe that any one Is going to make a deliberate 


against the business Interests of the state, and there is no serious cause for- 
alarm if anyone should do so. Colorado is able to defend its own interests, and 
has plenty of good friends throughout the eastern states who will he glad to 
give whatever assistance and protection Is necessary if they are called on tp 
do so. 


Probably the less we have to do with the Wall Street speculators the better 


It will be for us, and the enmity of certain ones is to be preferred to their 
ownership of our industries. 


In this connection, however, it is well to remember that the Osgood people 


remain strictly within their legal rights in their actions, and had equity as 
well as the law on their side. 


It is assumed by some of the advocates of the Gates party that they really 


represent a majority of the C. F. & I. stockholders, and that they were being 
cheated out of their rights when the Colorado court Issued the injunction pre- 
venting the holding of the meeting. 


It is admitted that the Gates faction did at the close of the. transfer books 


of the company in New York, probably have a majority of proxies, but many 
of these proxies were obtained by purchase from 'persons holding the stock as 
security, and it Is also claimed that many of them were secured by misrepre- 
sentation. The purchase of prosjes is unlawful In New York, while und.er the 
laws of Colorado holders of mortgaged stock have no right to vote, and proxies 
obtained from stockholders b> misrepresentation are void. 


If the statements made by the people are true, and they have not been dis- 


proved. Gates did not hold a lawful majority of proxies at any time. Both Mr. 
Qates and Mr. Osgood appealed to the courts to declare and to protect their 
rights in the matter, and the courts decided in favor of Mr. Osgood. The 
courts, both state and federal, aJl held that they had no power to require any 
one to violate the laws of the state or the lawful by-laws of the corporation, and 
If they had such power they would not exercise it. 


The Osgood people claim that Gates never had a majority of lawful proxies, 


and if it had come to a showdown of stock held by the only people who, by 
the laws of Colorado, had a right to vote on the day of election, Osgood would 
have had twice as many as Gates. 


The real purpose of the Gates faction in forcing the holding of the election 


at that particular time was, it is claimed, to either elect a board of directors 
representing the Gates interests, or failing in that, to withdraw from the meet- 
ng and elect a second board, thus throwing the matter Into the courts and 
tleing up the operations of the company. Either course, it Is believed, would 
have been disastrous to the majority of the lawful and bona flde stockholders 
of the company, and equally so to the general business interests of this state. 


Whatever may be said in Colorado or in the east in regard to this matter, 


nobody need feel alarmed in regard to the rights of stockholders in Colorado 
corporations. The result Is a notable victory for the real-owners in their de 
fense of their property against the attacks of Wall street raiders and the 
unanimous sentiment of our people would approve any necessary change in the 
legislation to make it easier for the Qsgoods of the future to do what has been 
done this time In protecting themselves from future Gateaes.

whether he ever heard of them or not When he made his appearance 
on his yacht Corsair in the harbor of Marseilles one morning there 
was almost a panic upon the exchange. People were so curious to 
know what he had come for that all -Wnds of rumors were afloat Imme- 
diately, and the newspapers printed sensational conjectures, and the 
same thing happens wherever he goes."

But I wish to say one 
or two things as preliminary. 
In the 
first place I have not corhe here to say 
that I have discovered a patent cure- 
all for the trusts. 
"When people's minds are greatly agi- 
tated on any subject 
and especially 


when they feel deeply but rather vague- 
ly that condition, it is far pleasanter in 
addressing them to be indifferent as to 
What you promise, but it is much more 
pleasant afterward. 
Of course, the 
worth of a promise consists purely in 
the manner in which the performance 
squares with it. That has got two sides 
to it. In the first place if a man is hon- 
est he will try just as hard -to keep a 
promise made on the stump as if not 
made on the stump. In the second 
place, if the people keep their heads 
they won't wish promises to be made 
that are impossible of 
performance. 


Now, you see that one side of the ques- 
tion la my duty and the other side is 
yours. Mankind grows but slowly, and 
it goes ahead nlcejy, mostly through 
each of us trying to do, or at least 
through each Of the majority of us try- 
ing to do the best that is In him, and 
doing it In the most intelligent and san- 
est way. We founded our republic on 
the theory that .the average man will, 
as a rule, do the right thing; that in 
the long run the majority are going to 
die for what is sane and wholesome. 
If our .fathers were mistaken in that 
theory, If ever the mass of the people 
do what is unwholesome, what Is wrong, 
then the republic cannot stand, I care 
not how good Its laws; I care not in 
what marvelous mechanism its consti- 
tution may be embodied. Back of the 
law, .back of the administration, back 
of our system of government lies the 
average manhood-Of our people. In the 
long run we are going to go up or down 
according as the average standard of 
our citizenship does! or does not wax 
in growth and in grace. 
"Now, when we come to the question 
f good citizenship the first requisite 
Is that the man shall do every day hum- 
drum duties Well. A man Is not a good 
citizen, I do not care how lofty his 
thoughts are about citizenship in the 
abstract, If in the concrete his actions 
do not bear them out, and It does not 
make much difference how high his as- 
pirations for mankind at large are, If 
he does not behave,well In his own fam- 
ily, those aspirations are not going to 
bear visible fruit. 
He has got to be 
a good bread winner; he has got to take 
cars of his wife and children; he has 
got to be a neighbor whom his neigh- 
bors can trust; he has got to act square- 
ly in his business relations. In fact, 
he has got to do all those- every day, 
ordinary things, or he Is not a good citi- 
zen. But they must do more than that. 
In this country of ours the average citi- 
zen has got to devote a good deal of 
thought and time to' the affairs of the 
state a6 a, whole or those affairs are go- 
Ing to go backward. That time must be

If the government cannot 
go on it is no government, if the leg- 
islature cannot enact laws then, there 
is no use misnaming it a legislative 
body, and if according to the principle 
the majority Is to rule, some method by 
which it can rule must be provided. 


"Government by the majority in con- 
gress had practically come to a stop 
when Mr. Reed became speaker. Mr. 
Reed, at the cost of Infinite labor, at 
the cost Of fiercest attack, succeeded- In 
restoring that old principle and now 
through congress we can do as well or 
111, accprdlng as the peOple demand, but 
at any rate we can do something. We 
vill be that much ahead and We owe 
t . more than any One other man, to 
four fellow citizen, Mr. Reed, and it Is 
i great thing for the city, a great thing 
:6r any man to be able to feel that In 
some one crisis he left his mark deeply 
scOred for good in the history of his 
country, and Tom Reed has the right 


But while I niost firmly believe In fixity ' 
of policy I do riot believe that policy 
should be fossilized and if it is to be 
changed, we mast change our govern- 
ment method to meet it. 
"I believe With all my heart In the 
New' England tOwn meeting, but you 
cannot wOrk the New England town 
meeting In Boston. You have got to try 
something else. NOW, when this gov- 
ernment was founded there were no 
great individual or corporate fortunes, 
and commerce and Industry were being 
carried on very much as they had been 
from the days when Nineveh and Baby- 
lon stood in the Mesopotamtan val- 
ley. The wagon and pack train and the 
sailing craft—those were the methods 
of commerce. Everything has been re- 
vised in the business world since and 
the progress of civilization from being 
a trickle has become a torrent. There 
was no particular thing at that time to 
bother as to whether the nation or the 
state had control of the corporations. 
They were easy to control. Now, how- 
ever, the exact reverse Is the case and 
remember I say 'corporations.' I do not 
say merely trusts, merely combinations 
of corporations or corporations under 
certain peculiar 
conditions. For in- 
stance, some time ago the attorney- 
general took action against a certain 
trust. There has been considerable dis- 
cussion as to whether the trust aimed 
at would not seek to get out from un- 
der the law, by becoming a single cor- 
poration. 
"I want laws to enable us to deal 


with it, no matter what shape it takes. 
I want to see the government able to 
get at It definitely so that the action 
of the government cannot be evaded by 
any turning, within or without federal 
or state statutes. At present we have 
really no efficient control over a. big 
corporation which does business in 
more than one state. Frequently the 
corporation has nothing whatever to do 
with, the state in which it Is Incorpor- 
ated except to get Incorporated, and its 
actions may be taken in entirely differ- 
ent communities—communities which 
may object very much to the methods 
of Incorporation In the state named. I 
do not think you can get action by any 
state, action by all the states, that will 
give us satisfactory control of the trusts 
or big. corporations and the result Is 
at present that we have a great pow- 
erful, artificial creation which has no 
creator to which It Is responsible. 
"Of course, it Is merely a truism that 
the corporation is the creature of the 
state; that the state Is sovereign. Now, 
I want to make a real and not a nomi- 
nal sovereign; to have some one sov- 
ereign to which the corporation shall 
be really and nOt nominally responsible. 
At present If we pass laws nobody can 
tell whether they will amount to any- 
thing. Now. that has two bad effects. 
In the first place the corporation be- 
comes indifferent to the law-making 
body, and In the next place the law- 
making body gets into the most perni- 
cious custohi of passing a law, not with 
reference to what will be done under 
It, but with reference to its effects upon 
the opinions of the Voters. That is a 
bad thing. 
When any body of law 
makers passes a law not solely with ref- 
erence to whether that law will do. good 
or ill, but with the'knowledge that hot 
much will come of It and yet that, 
perhaps, the people as a whole will like- 
ly think It was good, it does not speak 
well for the lawmakers, and it does 
not speak well for the people, either. 
What I hope to see Is power given to 
the national legislature 
Which shall 
make the control real. It would be an 
excellent thing if We could have all the 


less are we to be excused as a people If 
we condone Or connive at a failure to 
administer the laws byvthe public serv- 
ants of the people. After those laws 
have been enacted, after 
they have 
been enforced it will remain true here 
in this century, as it has been true In 
every century throughout history, that 
the fundamental factor in each man's 
success in life must be that man's own 
character; the total earn of the quali- 
ties of truthfulness, earnestness, ener- 
gy, thrift and business ability on his 
part. The state Cannot carry any one. 
The state cannot do as much for you 
as you can do for It. Under no cir- 
cumstances will it be possible by law to 
share conditions so that each man shall 
succeed. If the man has.not got it in 
him. the stuff out of which he can work, 
success, the state cannot supply It. It 
he fails I am sorry for him. I will help 
him a* far as possible. I will lift him 
up if he stumbles, but I won't try to 
carry him, for that is neither helping 
him nor helping me."

"Now, In the same Way, It is of 


Bible use to decline to go through all 
the ordinary duties of citizenship for 
a long space of time and then sudden- < 
ly get up and feel angry about someK 
thing or somebody not clearly defined 
In one's mind and demand reform as if 
It were a concrete substance and could 
be handed out forthwith. Now, this is 
a preliminary to what I want to say 
to you about this whole question of cor- 
porations as affecting the public. There 
are very many ftnd very difficult prob- 
lems with which we are faced as one 
result of the forces, which taken all 
together, we speak Of as progress. 
"It is Worse than Useless for any of us 


to rail at or regret the'growth of In- 
dustrial civilization of the last half 
century. 
Speaking academically, we 
can, according, to our several temper- 
ments regret that the old lights have 
vanished, or not, as we choose. 
Bos- 
ton and the thriving cities of Massa- 
chusetts have been built up -as a re- 
sult of those forces. There is but little 
use In regretting that things have not 
shaped 
themselves differently. The. 
practical thing to do is to face the con- 
ditions as they are and see if we can- 
not get the best there is In them out of 
them. We are not going to get any 
complete Or' perfect solution for all of 
the evils which come to our minds when 
we think of the trusts* by any single ac- 
tion on our part. A good many different 
ways will be required before we get, 
many of those evils even partially reme- 
died. We have got to, first of all, think 
clearly—we have got to, probably, ex- 
periment somewhat. We must, above 
all, show by our actions that our In- 
terest is permanent and not spasmodic, 
and we have got to see that all the 
steps are taken toward the solution. 
"Every one who thinks, knows that 
the only way in which any problem of 
great importance was ever successfully 
solved, 'was by consistent and persis- 
tent effort toward a given end, effort' 
that.did. not end with any one election 
or with any one year,. but was con- 
tinued steadily, temperately and reso- 
lutely. 
"It is a little difficult to set clearly 


before us all Of the evils but I think 
'that those gentlemen, and 
especially 
those gentlemen of large means, Who 
deny that the evils exist are acting 
with great folly. I am far from being 
against property when I ask that the 
questions at trusts be taken up. I am 
acting in the most conservative sense in 
property's Interest. Wheri a great cor- 
poration is sued for violating an anti- 
trust law, it is not a move against 
property; it is a move in favor: Of prop- 
erty, because when you can triake It 
evident that all men, big and small, 
alike, have to obey the law, you are put- 
ting the safeguard of law around all 
men. When you make It evident that 
no man shall be excused for violating 
the law you make it evident that every 
irian Will be protected from violation of 
the law. I am' inclined to think that 
much the greatest trouble in atiy Im-' 
mediate handling of the question of the 
trust comes frOm our system Of govern- 
ment. Let me go back One moment. 
I want to guarantee What I am saying. 
I want you to understand that my 
Words are being taken at their exact 
face value. Remember I am not saying 
that even if we -had all the power We 
could completely solve the trust ques- 
tion. Gentlemen, if What We read in the 
papers is true, they are speaking of a 
number of International trusts now. 


as a collective body with these great 
corporations. 
Here in Massachusetts 


Vou have "what I regard as on the whole 
excellent corporation laws. I IMnk that 
most of our difficulties—here again re- 
'merriber I am not promising the millen- 
nium,, it Is not In my power to promise 
it—would be In a fair way of solution 
1C we had the power to put on the na- 
tional statute books and did put on 
them, laws for the nation much like 
those you have here on the subject of 
corporations in Massachusetts. 
"So you can see, gentlemen,.I am not 
advocating • anything Very revolution- 
ary. I am advocating action to pre- 
vent 
anything revolutionary. 
Now, 


if wa can get adequate control by the 
nation of these corporations, then we 
can pass legislation which Will give us 
the power of regulation and supervision 
over them. If the nation had that 
power, mind you, I should advocate as 
strenuously as I knew how, that that 
power should be exercised with .extreme 
caution and self restraint. No good will 
come from plunging In without having 
looked carefully ahead. 
"The first thing we want is publicity, 
and I do not mean publicity as a favor 
by some corporation. I mean it as a 
right from all .corporations affected by 
the law. I want publicity as to the essen- 
tial facts in which the public has an in- 
terest. I Want the knowledge given to 
the accredited representatives of the 
people of facts oh which those repre- 
sentatives can, if they see fit, ba/ee their 
actions later. The publicity itself would 
cure many evils. Some of these things I 
have said can be done now. A good 
deal Is being done now. As far as the 
anti-trust laws go they will be enforced. 
No suit Will be undertaken for the sake 
of seeming to, undertake it. Every suit 
that is undertaken Will be begun be- 
cause the great lawyer and upright man 
whom we are so fortunate to have as 
attorney-general, Mr. Knox, believes 
that there Is a violation of the law 
which we can get at and When the suit 
Is undertaken it won't be compromised 
excepting on the basis that the govern- 
ment wins. 
"Of course, 
gentlemen, 
no laws 
amount to anything unless they are ad- 
ministered honestly arid fearlessly. I 
believe, I am not going to say t am 
Sure of It, but I believe it Is possible to 
frame national legislation which shall 
give us more power than We now have, 
at any rate over corporations doing an 
interstate business. I cannot guarantee 
that because in the past it has more 
than once happened that we have got 
laws on the statute Books Which those 
who made them Intended to mean One 
thing and then when it came up to de- 
cision. It was found that the Intention 
had not been successfully put Into ef- 
fect. But I believe that additional leg- 
islation can be had. I think we have 
got to make up our minds to the fact, 
that, no matter; what our reverence to 
the past may be, our duty to the pres- 
ent and to the future Wl|l force us.to 
see that more power Is conferred Upon 
the national administration. When the 
power has been conferred it will rest 
with national government to exercise It. 
At present wo are going to do the best 
we can with dtrawless bHok, but re- 
member they are bound to be straw- 
less. 
"Finally, men and wotoien of 'New 
England, men and women of a state 
that represents so much; that always 
has represented so much that is high- 
est and best in the spirit Of true Ameri- 
canism, I ask you to remember th&t
